The Lagna Chon System 
KEN GILLMAN 


7 OUTHEAST Asian astrologers, whose art clearly had its 
origins in India, use a relatively simple but very effective 
w method of directing the Ascendant (the Lagna) and the planets. 
The Signs (the rasi) belong to four groups, defined by their 
images: patsawa, nara, ampu and kita. 


Animals 


Fish 
Humans 
Insects 


The Signs are defined in terms of the Sidereal Zodiac. Here the Lahiri 
ayanamsa will be used. 

The principle is that any angle or planet must belong to one of the four 
groups, as determined by its position in the birthchart (the duang chata 
or Zata). 

The speed of a planet’s direction depends on both the Sign it occupied 
at birth and the Sign through which it is being directed. Table 1 lists the 
number of years a directed planet or angle spends in each Sign. Note that 
natal angles and planets located in the patsawa group will cross the full 
twelve Signs in 44 years, while those which were at birth in the. ampu 
group spend one year longer in each of the Signs, needing 56 years to go 
around the full circle. Natal bodies in the nara group spend yet another 
year in each Sign, totaling 68 ycars; and bodies that were in sidereal Tl at 
birth, those in the kita group, take a further year to pass through each 
Sign, 80 years to pass through them all. 

If # is in & in the duang chata, it will be ampu and will take over 11 
years to get to the end of = (Q = 3 years, ll! = 4, and = = 4). If on the 
other hand, o% is in I in the duang chata, it would then be nara, and 
would take over 16 years to get to the end of TY (@ =7 years, 2 = 4, and 
W =5).

By these means, without reference to their actual motion, the Lagna 
and planets are processed around, laying out the individual’s or the city’s 
fortunes as they go. Do these apparently arbitrary numbers have any 
value? 


XAMPLE: the chart of O. J. Simpson (8:08 a.m. PST, July 9, 

1947; 37N47, 122W25) will be used and his directions by the 

Lagna Chon system will be calculated to June 12, 1994, the day 
his wife and her friend were murdered, and to October 3, 1995, the day he 
was acquitted of having murdered them. Simpson’s birthchart and its 
directions have been examined each and every way from LA tv Lagos, 
let’s see how a Thai adept might go it. 

Simpson’s natal tropical © is 16°36' &, which is 23°29’II in the 
sidereal zodiac according to Lahiri. II is in the Nara group and this Sign 
lasts 5 years. 23°29’ is 0.783 of 30° and this proportion of the 5 years or 
3.914 has elapsed before his birth. Thus 1.086 years remain. At the time 
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of the murders Simpson was 46.925 years old, which is 45.839 years after 
his © had left II.

and seven in ©. Thus when the © entered =» he was 44.086 years old and 
2.839 years more are needed to reach 46.925. 2.839 + 5 (the years a nara

Table 2 lists the directions for these two events using this Lagna Chon 
system. The Southeast Asian astrologer would not, of course, make any 
use of JK, ¥, or B, and the MC is also ignored. Directions of these four are 
therefore separated from the remainder of the planets. Note that both of 
the Lunar Nodes are included, and that although 180° apart at birth, they 
are not so by direction. Indeed, the 8 seems to have been a distinct villain 
of the piece, very much as she is expected to operate in this type of 


wn 
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astrology, for at the time of the murders she was moving, by direction, to 
conjunct the natal © — an appropriate direction. 

At the acquittal there is o’ ¢ 4, by direction, surely the astrological 
indicator of victory in any system. Note that this directed conjunction is ¢ 
3 in Simpson’s birthchart (a victory of persuasion). 

At the time of the murders the directed 4 was conjunct the directed ¥, 
and this pair were ¢ natal o. There can be few directed aspects as 
difficult, and it is appropriate both for the murders and for the fear of 
being condemned that Simpson must have felt during the lengthy trial. 

At the time of the murders, the directed 4 was conjunct the naval ©, at 
first sight this is not an aspect one would expect. However, } is clearly 
weak in II, the Sign of his Detriment, and he does represent the State and 
the Law. Combine this with \’s natal position smack-dab on the IC 
(which doubtless indicates a comfortable old age as Cheng-yi Huang 
suggests elsewhere in this issue of Considerations), but 4 is exactly o° the 
MC and I would expect anyone with such an aspect to experience 
difficulty maintaining his reputation because of legal problems at some 
time in his life. That this occurred when the directed 4 was vonjunct 
Simpson’s natal © clearly shows that the legal difficulties were such that 
he had to fight for his freedom against the prosecuting State of California. 

There are several other close aspects between directed bodies and those 
in the natal chart at the time of the murders, 2 is & the natal Ascendant, )K 
is square natal MC, and o is approaching natal ©. These appear to be 
the aspects of someone who is being attacked rather than of the person 
doing the attacking. And directed $ at the acquittal is on his natal MC and 
o° 4 — indicating the success his defending lawyers had in persuading the 
jury that the accusation should be rejected, the astrological significator of 
the verdict itself. 

One does not have to become a siderealist to use this methcd. It 
appears to be effective, as this example shows. The writer has used the 
method as a rectification tool, with convincing results. Readers are invited 
to test this approach on their own charts and to share their results, positive 
or negative, for publication in future issues of Considerations. 
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O. J. Simpson’s Acquittal 
CHENG-YI HUANG 


SIMPSON’s trial for double murder captivated the 
world. Amidst disbelief or jubilation, he was acquitted 

4 by the jury on October 3, 1995. If we consider astrol- 
ogy to be a legitimate science, we must be able to ex- 


plain how he was acquitted by demonstrating an astrological technique. I 
have found that the answer is shown in his 1995 solar return. 


Tropical solar return charts have been successfully demonstrated in 
many cases. Notably, Alexander Marr, in his book Prediction Using 
Common & Prenatal Cycles’, illustrates the solar return (cast for 
Washington D.C.) for President John Kennedy’s fateful year of 1963. It 
shows d”, )K and PB conjoining the chart’s Midhcaven, with @ elevated over 
the other planets. This ominous chart clearly indicated his assassination. 

My method of analyzing a solar return chart is very simple, I consider 
only the planet that is the most elevated in the chart. The convoluted ex- 
planations based on Signs and rulership, such as are employed in Horary, 
are not needed. 

\ is the most elevated planet in Simpson’s July 1995 solar return chart 
cast for Los Angeles, see figure 2. Although P, ¥, ){ and the ) were high 
in the sky at the time of this solar return, it is 4 that predominates the 
chart and it is 4 who saved OJ Simpson from being convicted. In the so- 
lar returns for the two previous years, 1993 and 1994, which covered the 
period when he was in jail awaiting trial, 4 was not elevated. 

Examination of Simpson’s natal chart (shown at figure 1) indicates 
that he may very well have committed the murders, for o is the most ele-

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vated planet here. I have noticed that people born with o elevated are 
often the attacker or, if female, the victims of assault. Nicole Brown 
Simpson’s birth chart also has an elevated co”. It is also interesting to note 
that Jacqueline Kennedy Onassis (born at 14:40 EST on July 28, 1929 at 
41N, 74W), who witnessed her husband’s assassination, had o* o her 
Midheaven. By contrast, those who are framed or wrongly accused fre- 
quently have ¥ elevated in their natal or solar return chart.

When first attempting to in- 

terpret the affect of a retro- 
grade planet, it’s useful to begin by 
recalling the basic function of that 
planet. ¥ is traditionally associated 
with communication, thinking, de- 
cisions, the mind, information and 
education.

Another as- 
pect of the retrograde phenomenon 
is that % now works in a magnetic 
mode rather than in a radiatory 
one. Energy works in two modes: 
either it is being expressed out- 
wardly (radiating outward) or it is 
being taken inward (magnetic) for 
digestion and understanding. The 
impulse to express relative ideas, 
belief systems and values to con- 
vince others is now being doubly 
digested in order to perfect the 
outward expression. Additional 
preparation or caution is thought 
necessary. One may suspect others 
of practicing his own selfish com- 
merce methods and fear a possible 
backlash. 


There is a hidden sensitivity to 
mental error and crudity in those 
individuals born with 3 3. Consider 
the individuals listed on the previ- 
ous page. Each one of them was 
born with 3 & and it gave each of 
them with a formidable quality in 
their mental expression. Perhaps 
the quality that 3 % provided them 
in common was a concern to avoid 
the inadvertent untruth and an as- 
siduousness in reckoning with the 
consequences of their communica- 
tion that was beyond what was 
considered normal in their respec- 
tive fields. 

When $ is & by transit, it is a 
time for all types of activities sym- 
bolized by the XIIth House: for the 
completion of unresolved commu- 
nications, for healing rifts caused 
by thoughtless communication, for 
reflection on the crudeness or 
shortsightedness of one’s method 
or style of communication, etc. 


RETROGRADE. 
According to Delphine Jay, 
when a planet is retrograde 
the inobvious is displayed. 
The night side displays itself; the 
extrovert becomes introverted and 
vice versa. 
¢ has typically been associated 
with one’s natural capacity to 
please others, to easily express love 
and affection, and to maintain 
harmonious relationships with oth- 
ers. Charm, balance, beauty, di- 
plomacy, tact — each of these at- 
tributes indicate the natural capac- 
ity one can have to attract others to 
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oneself. Additionally, 2 represents 
the natural alliance one has with 
others in which they feel an affilia- 
tion or generosity towards one. The 
source of these outer aspects of 9’s 
operation is the inner sense of self- 
reliance, self-esteem, and _ self- 
worth that one possesses. One’s 
inner strength, security, talent, re- 
sourcefulness and quality are re- 
vealed by the Sign tenanted by 9. 

Having identified the essential 
mode of 9, how does 2 & work? In 
any retrograde planet ihere is an 
inner exaggeration of conscience 
which has to do with a sense that 
past life excesses, misuse or under 
use have in some way set oneself 
up for an over-importance of an 
ideal (XIIth House). With 2 % this 
ideal involves coupling and part- 
nership in this life. Since 2 will be 
magnetic in her retrograde mode, 
she functions to absorb, digest, 
distrust and not react to superficial 
gestures of appreciation, consid- 
eration and mutuality. 

Interesting insights into the na- 
ture of 2 can be deciphered from 
aspects of her actual physical com- 
position. The planet does not pos- 
sess a magnetic field. It has an at- 
mosphere that is ninety times the 
pressure of the Earth’s. The at- 
mosphere is primarily carbon diox- 
ide and sulfuric acid, an extremely 
corrosive acid. In addition, the 
planet’s atmosphere contains sixty 
times the amount of the gas Argon 
than the Earth has. Argoa is an 
odorless, tasteless, colorless, inert 
gas. To recap, the planet has a cor- 
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rosive atmosphere that has many 
times the pressure of the Earth’s, 
and yet it possesses a quality or 
capacity of extreme non-reactivity. 
Were we discussing a woman of 
beauty, the metaphor would be 
complete: the personal atmosphere 
that beautiful women have about 
them is often corrosive of attempts 
to combine with her. Often a sense 
of great pressure surrounds her. 
She may be surrounded by an air 
of complete neutrality. 

Q & may imply a lack of sponta- 
neity and a questioning uncertainty 
concerning the healthy narcissism 
normal to 2. The native born with 
@ % will experience lessons involy- 
ing the accumulation of self- 
satisfaction. A past life capacity 
for self-appreciation, self-content- 
ment and self-assurance in what 
one supposed one deserved may 
have had an effect upon one’s 
partnership that requires deep self- 
analysis (XIIth House) in the pres- 
ent life. What may have occurred 
in the past was a failure or frustra- 
tion (XIIth) in the experience of 
comfort, touch, companionship and 
inner balance with another. Per- 
haps then self-love prevented real 
union with the actuality of a part- 
ner. The native may have been 
unable to reconcile the image of an 
ideal partner with the actual human 
qualities of the real mate. 

In accord with Delphine Jay’s 
teaching that the retrograde indi- 
cates a reversal of magnetic polari- 
zation, 2 k could indicate a time of 
temporary magnetization of 2. 2 
represents narcissistic self love that

provides a basis for being able to 
give affection: the capacity to pre- 
serve one’s own self worth. A 
magnetization of 2 would represent 
a time of inner attunement to the 
importance of building up again (8) 
one’s own inner worth, inner bal- 
ance, and inner self confidence. 
Perhaps an extreme sense of con- 
science is working here: illuminat- 
ing (%) with an awareness of more 
responsibility any issues concerned 
with expressions of graciousness, 


appreciation, consideration and 
affection. 
Retrogrades distrust < blind, 


obedient conformity to “the pro- 
gram”, They represent an individ- 
ual’s rejection of status quo con- 
formity. Think about a retrograde 
planet as if that planet were con- 
junct . The extreme individuality 
and rejection of conformity aptly 
describe the retrograde. Retrograde 
planets represent people who do 
things in a different way. They find 
fault with human systems. They 
are recovering lost ground about 
the way society does things. They 
are re-examining human systems. 
They feel a responsibility to be a 
counterbalance. Retrograde planets 
represent individuals who. in the 
dynamic being described by a k 2, 
may feel a deeper concern for con- 
sequences in their expression of 
affections, love, partnerships, and 
sharing with people. Being retro- 
grade makes any planet more in- 
tense inwardly. 

@ & represents an intensification 
of the need to appreciate another 
and to find harmony in relat‘on-

ships. The & accentuates the need 
to not be offensive. 2 wants to be 
gracious, cordial, sweet, balanced, 
and appreciative of others. The 
retrograde represents a concem 
with cleaning up after oneself; an 
intensification and concern with 
leaving no debris in terms of per- 
ceptions others have of one in that 
regard. There is a deeper signifi- 
cance to being lovable and loving. 

There is a hidden sensitivity to 
imbalance in relationships, to 
crudity or offensiveness in the 
feelings with these individuals. 
Fairness to others resulting in en- 
joyment of the fruits of relation- 
ships is the “intense inner stratum 
of awareness” for these natives. 
Consider the people listed above, 
each of whom was born with @ &: 

k 2 represents an intense inner 
awareness of concern for quality, 
balance, value to others, and use- 
fulness in creating relationships. 
The love life, giving and receiving 
of signals of self-worth, beauty and 
value, so as to create a valence for

partnerships, becomes more sub- 
jective and internal due to the effect 
of the retrograde. Karmic lessons 
are brought forward. Tke retro- 
grade indicates a necessity for re- 
flection, re-examination,  with- 
drawal and review concerning both 
one’s own as well as other’s ex- 
pressions relative to narcissistic 
self-contentment and __ self-trust. 
There may be continuing re- 
evaluation of one’s acts of attract- 
ing the attentions of others. The 
expressions of beauty, grace, and 
inner harmony which usually at- 
tract others and make oneself at- 
tractive now must be more consci- 
entiously reconsidered. 

The objectivity of the impulses 
of the retrograde planet is trans- 
formed. There is a realization of 
the relativity of the impulse: the 
earth’s viewpoint relative to the 
expression of the retrograde planet 
must be considered. Retrograde is, 
after all, only a perception from 
the Earth. Since the Earth’s func- 
tion is to attain ‘harmony through 
conflict” (Ray 4), the attainment of 
excellence through the evolution 
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implied in the conflict of values 
must be considered part of the ret- 
rograde phenomenon. Until perfec- 
tion is attained (complete union of 
power and devotion), the excellence 
required of the retrograde planet 
will be delayed. There is an inner 
awareness of undermining aliena- 
tion which must be resolved (XIIth 
House) before the fruits of one’s 
own self-worth and attractiveness 
will bear the fruit of a harmonized 
relationship. Earthly concerns are 
emphasized by the retrograde, thus 
maturity, independence, stability, 
etc., are contingent factors upon 
which the full realization of the 
fulfillment of the planet is depend- 
ent. 


The 2 & native may have expe- 
riences of failure of relationship or 
the fruits of relationship: touch, 
pleasure, taste, affection, aesthet- 
ics, companionship and inner bal- 
ance until whatever factors of 
mistaken conformity are redressed. 
When that occurs, a truly indi- 
vidualized, perfected, conscious 
and conscientious appreciation of 
self-contentment will be experi- 
enced by the native. Fence mend- 
ing, apologies, cordialities, and the 
entertainment of others are not for 
outer formalities but for the inner 
satisfaction of having attained a 
completion of some sense of rejec- 
tion of a superficial or automatic 
quality to the impulse of the 


planetary dynamic. 


Research Notes: 

Jn his article on the ‘rectification of Fidel Castro’s birth. time 
(Considerations X:3, pp. 9-16) Frank Jakubowsky. explained his novel 
method for finding an_unknown birth time in which he relates natal planets to 
what a person spontaneously expresses, either in writing or in speech. Frank’s 
explanation was very clear and the birth chart he suggested for Castro is quite 
possible, but is this really something readers should consider as a viable ap- 
proach to rectification? Is there really an identifiable sequence in how a person 
expresses himself and is this directly related to the order in which natal planets 
are sequenced about the birth chart? If Frank is correct the implications to as- 
trology are considerable. Let’s find out.

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What Good is the Horoscope?

"Do not use an “aspectarian’ it only wastes time” 
Alan Leo: Casting The Horoscope 


/HE ANSWER to the title question is — not much good! 

What's the point of looking at a diagram on a flat piece of 

paper or up on a screen at a lecture that only tells half the story? 

The only information that the horoscope will convey by simply 

looking at it is which Signs and Houses the planets are in, which planets 

are in mutual reception or in each others! antiscia, or which are in any of 

their five strengths. Most astrologers will know the planets' rulerships and 

exaltations but as far as triplicity, terms and faces are concerned very few 

will be familiar with these unless they have memorised Ptolemy's table of 
essential dignities. 

Furthermore, the act of looking at a horoscope will not show at which 
degrees and minutes planets will go stationary retrograde or direct, or 
which are applying or separating, or which planets will perfect their 
aspects before the others, or which planets are in parallels of declination. 
It won't really show collection or translation of light, frustration, prohibi- 
tion or refranation. 

The aspect grid which most astrologers still use does not clarify many 
of the above problems. For one thing, the aspect grid only shows two 
planets in aspect at one time whereas the planets in reality link with each 
other in groups of threes as shown through studying Horary astrology. 
Once again, the aspect grid will not make clear which planets are separat- 
ing or applying, whether they will perfect or not, and most o* all the 
invisible aspects brought about by a third planet, or whether two planets 
will be prevented from completing their aspect by the action of a third 
planet. These invisible aspects and those prevented by a third planet will 
be discussed later in this article in conjunction with Robert Schmidt's 
observations regarding ancient Greck astrology. 

The aspect lines that are drawn on horoscopes linking pairs of planets 
serve very little purpose as they also contain many of the above disadvan- 
tages. 

So what is the answer to this dilemma? Quite simply, the aspsctarian. 

The precise value of the aspectarian has never been fully appriciated 
by the majority of astrologers. Many are unaware of its existence while 
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others fail to grasp its true significance, yet it is one of the most invalu- 
able and underrated tools available to astrologers. It is no exaggeration to 
say that a horoscope cannot be fully judged or understood without it. 

Not surprisingly therefore, little mention of the aspectarian is made in 
any of the modern literature and not all ephemerides contain one. This 
important area of astrology has been unduly neglected even though it is 
the key to a deeper and more rewarding understanding of the horoscope. 

So what is the aspectarian and what is its purpose? It is simply a list 
of the movements of the planets as they perfect their aspects from one 
moment to the next. At the moment of drawing the horoscope the aspec- 
tarian will give the time when planets had previously separated from 
aspect and when they will next apply. If applying, whether they will 
perfect or not, and where three or more planets are placed arovnd the 
same degree, which pair will perfect first. It also shows the degrees and 
minutes when planets will turn stationary retrograde or stationary direct 
and gives a list of the parallels of declination as they occur. The ideal 
aspectarian should also include the antiscia and the time when they 
perfect. 

It isn't often that a distinction is made between separating and apply- 
ing aspects, or whether the aspects will perfect or not, or whether other 
planets will interfere with that perfection. 

A reference to interfering planets and other conditions was made by 
Robert Schmidt in his article "The Fruits of Hindsight" The Mountain 
Astrologer, July 95, page 22 when he wrote "...the Greeks had a whole 
group of conditions that could interfere with the actualisation of aspects. 
Other planets could intervene in a number of ways, there could be various 
kinds of planetary containment, and so forth. Some of these have survived 
into modern Horary, but not for the most part in modern natal astrology". 

Of course what he was referring to were the Horary rules frustration 
and prohibition which are the main causes of interference, and refranation 
where one planet refuses to perfect an aspect because of turning stationary 
retrograde or stationary direct. Other means of planetary containment are 
by collection and translation of light which have the ability to create what 
may be termed invisible aspects. 

Collection of light occurs when two planets both apply within the 
moiety of orbs to a third planet, on condition that they have not been, are 
not now, or will not be in major aspect to each other. This third planet 
collects their light and brings them into contact as if in major aspect. This 
usually occurs when the two planets in question are either in Signs next to 
each other or five Signs apart. The collecting planet is able to collect 
more than one pair of planets provided they are within moiety of orbs. 

Translation of light takes place when a fast moving planet such as the 
D, 3, the © or 2 separates by major aspect from one planet and applies by 
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major aspect to another, all within the moiety of orbs. Translation can re- 
unite two planets that have already separated from major aspect or can 
bring two unaspecting planets into a form of major aspect. Again a kind 
of invisible aspect. 

The rule frustration happens when one planet applies to another by 
major aspect but before perfecting, the second planet perfects a major 
aspect with a third. The first planet is frustrated, or jilted to use a more 
emotive term. 

Prohibition is where two planets which are about to perfect their as- 
pect are prevented from doing so because a third planet aspects first one 
then the other. 


ITHOUT the aspectarian the astrologer cannot possibly begin to 

prepare a full and proper interpretation of any horoscope. The 
importance of the aspectarian cannot be over emphasised, without it the 
horoscope is meaningless. It is the only tool that will give astrclogers a 
complete and thorough understanding of the horoscope. Beginners in 
astrology should be taught the use of the aspectarian from the moment 
they first understand the symbols, long before they learn interpretation. 

Many astrology lectures are incomprehensible to the audience because 
by showing the horoscope alone on an overhead projector tells the 
audience very little. It is no exaggeration to say that no one, not even the 
professionals, attending a lecture will fully understand the horoscope 
under examination. Is it any wonder that so many people coming into 
astrology and having attended lecture after lecture become confused and 
even worse, bored, get out of it again, never to return? Is this the reason 
why there is such a large turn over in astrology students throughout 
western astrology? Is it because they can't fully understand what is going 
on? It is our responsibility as teachers to seek easier methods of clarifica- 
tion for them. Astrology is by far the most exciting subject in the world 
and all we seem to do when we lecture is make it confusing and incompre- 
hensible. 

With a detailed aspectarian accompanying each horoscope on acetate 
at lectures, each person in the audience will be able to follow exactly what 
is going on so that a general agreement among them about the various 
horoscopic features, though not perhaps about the interpretation, will 
prevail. 

I am proposing that the aspect grid and aspect lines be abolished and 
replaced by the aspectarian. It is now time to devise a new aspectarian 
chart form as well as a second form showing planetary groupings. As a 
preliminary example I have designed the accompanying chart forms 
containing the horoscope and aspectarian for one of my cvwn horary 
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questions, in the hope that chart comprehension will become a much more 
pleasant and easier experience. 

A few years ago I was invited to lecture and give a seminar on Horary 
astrology at a conference to be held in a certain Italian city. The confer- 
ence was to be a mixture of alternative medicine, music and dance, 
astrology etc., and would be open to the public. I had reservations about 
lecturing and teaching people who had no knowledge of astrology espe- 
cially through an interpreter. In the end it passed off reasonably well and 
over the whole weekend I managed to teach about five people who were 
familiar with astrology. The conference itself failed as very few of the 
public attended because of lack of publicity. 

This August I received a letter from the same organisers inviting me 
to speak again at their conference, so I asked the following horary 
question timed for the moment I understood the question.

Judgement 

In order to receive a positive or yes answer it is necessary to be able 
to bring the main significators into aspect with each other by any one of 
the major aspects, parallels of declination or antiscia. If this is not 
possible then they could still be brought together by translation or 
transference of light, or by collection of light. 

The aspectarian shows that it is not possible for either ¥ or the ) to 
aspect o” by any of the above means. In fact 2 which is not a significator 
in this question by translating cd” to the © prevents any possibility whatso- 
ever of a perfection. Translation has the ability to block other planets 
from aspecting any one of the three planets involved in the translation. 


Conclusion 
I decided to refuse the invitation because there were no aspects be- 
tween significators. 


Result 

A friend of mine who is a very good astrologer visited me soon after- 
wards and when I told her about Italy she said that she would like to give 
it a try. When I faxed the organisers I wrote that I could not do the 
conference myself but that another astrologer that I could highly recom- 
mend was willing to take my place. She was accepted eventually and 
went to the conference which proved disastrous. There was no food at the 
conference centre which turned out to be a seedy old school, so that they 
didn't eat from early morning until late at night and the accommodation 
was not the best. She did not enjoy it but said that she had made some 
valuable contacts with the other participants.

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What Constitutes an Astrologer? 


JACK NICHOLLS 


SERIES of tests has been conducted by Ross Harvey in 
Astrologers’ Forum whereby it is required to link given 
occupations for three charts. One such test involved the 
charts of three women: an Astrologer, a Geologist, and a 

Telephone Linesman. The charts are shown at Figures 1-3. 

When I worked on the test and looked for the astrologer I started by 
examining aspects to )K and arrived at an erroneous answer. There is a 
quincunx between \{ and the Asc in Figure 2, and a 135° aspect between )K 
and the Asc in Figure 3. However, Ross had examined the charts of a

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number of astrologers and found that they commonly had Neptunian 
rather than the expected Uranian aspects. 

These sorting tests are valuable practice and I decided to derive some 
belated benefit from the exercise. I first established a data base of 100 
astrologers, gleaning this information from a variety of sources. A further 
mixed group of non-astrologers was obtained from Astro-Data II by Lois 
Rodden. Contacts between )K and ¥, and the © and ) were sought for the 
nine standard aspects (o, », 2, ¥, O, A, G, = and 2°) using an orb of 3°. 
Aspects to the angles were not examined in case of imprecision in the birth 
data. ; 

The results showed that for the astrologers there were 56 aspects to the 
© and 55 to the ), with 53 involving K and 58 ¥. For the non-astrologer 
group, the proportion was 24% for K, 30% for ¥, 20% for the ©, and 
38% for the ). Clearly ¥ must be considered equally with XX, thus 
supporting Ross’s finding. The combined aspects for the astrologers 
totalled 82%, compared to 54% for the non-astrologers. Therefore using

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the combined approach in a sorting exercise would not definitely select the 
astrologer. 

Midpoints were examined next, with the orb reduced to 2°. Ebertin 
suggests that the ¥/K midpoint is the indicator for astrologers. The two 
lists were examined for aspects between the ©, ) and this midpoint. The 
astrologers registered 24% contacts compared with 10% for the non- 
astrologers. Ross believes that the $/{ midpoint is relevant for science and 
technology and hence would be more applicable to those astrologers who 
are involved with computers and programming. 

Other midpoint possibilities are K/¥ with the © and ), and ©/) with K 
and ¥. The results were indifferent, with )K/Y versus the © and ) giving 
45% contacts for the astrologers and 57% for the others, K or ¥ verse the 
O/) producing 55% contacts for each group, and ){/¥ versus ©/) yielding 
65% for the astrologers and 77% for the non-astrologers. 

Ross has suggested that minor aspects and indeed micro-aspects yield 
good results for this work. I suggest an orb of 30’ for the Quintile and

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septile series, and 8’ for the micro-aspects would be appropriate in the 
present case. However, I have reservations about the latter, as in the 
interval from 0° to 180°, with only harmonic numbers up tu 25 under 
consideration, there are 81 aspects. Nevertheless, when I applied these 
criteria to the two lists there were no significant differences in the number 
of acceptable aspects between astrologers and non-astrologers. 

The best compromise between discrimination and selection is obtained 
with a three stage approach: 

1. Look for \{ and ¥ aspects to the ©. 

2. For those not selected by step 1, seek K/¥ midpoints to the O. 

3. Repeat the process for aspects between the $/K midpoint and the ©. 
Such a procedure gives 77% hits for the astrologers and 42% for the non- 
astrologers. Applying this criteria to the sorting test: 

Step 1: Figure 1 has ¥ A © orb 2°, Figures 2 & 3 nil. 

Step 2: Figure 3 has K/Y 0 ©. Figure 2 nil. 

Step 3: Figure 2 nil. 

It may well be that Step 1 should be the only procedure considered 
giving a 50% chance of success and a satisfactory result for this sorting 
test. 

Frinally, taking the view that the birth data may be accurate enough, 
aspects between )K, ¥ and the ASC and MC were sought for the two 
groups. There were contacts for 63% of the astrologers, and for 66% of 
the non-astrologers. 

From this analysis it appears that the characteristics that are inherent 
in astrologers may also be associated with non-astrologers, but for any 
number of reasons are not strongly expressed.

LTHOUGH all the charts I have seen for Ronald Reagan 
have Water Signs rising, I don’t think any of them fit him. 
I feel % fits him perfectly. The body is strong; his arms, 
legs, hands and feet are long. The eyes are bright and the chin 
is very noticeable. The walk is free and springy. Sagittarians love horses 
and are athletic and very jovial. Reagan was a cowboy star and is best 
remembered as the ‘Gipper’ when he played a football hero. His choice of 
homes is a ranch with horses.

The ) next to the QQ in the VIth indicates serving the public and groups. 

The VIIth House ruler in the IInd shows that he found security in his 
first marriage. P in the VIIth can indicate a divorce. II here always indi- 
cates more than one marriage. 

¥ in the VIIIth shows responsibility to the family. It also gives cha- 
risma, which in turn brings him support from others. Many politicians 
have ¥ here. He will probably die in his sleep. 

Q on the [Xth cusp shows that his acting gave him the ability to sell 
himself to the public.

UST WHAT are Flying Saucers? 

Officially they were first sighted at 3 p.m. on June 24, 1947 
( by a former USAF pilot named Kenneth Amold who happened 
at that time to be in his private plane on a business trip, exactly 
half-way between Chehalis and Yakima in Washington state. His attention 
was attracted by a flash in the sky and, looking westwards, he saw nine 
circular or crescent-shaped objects glinting in the sunlight as they weaved 
in and out of the chain of mountain peaks near Mt. Rainier. Knowing his 
distance from the range and observing the time the objects took to pass 
along its length, Arnold was able to calculate their speed as approximately 
12,000 m.p.h. — faster than anything made by man could fly at that date. 
He reported what he had seen to a newspaper editor at Pendleton, Oregon 

later the same day and the Flying Saucer Age was born. 

Once again however, as with the Fox sisters and Spiritualism, this one 
event was only a trigger. Everything stood ready set, primed and loaded, 
because in actual fact sightings had already been going on for years. Ar- 
nold just happened to use the phrase “like a saucer skipping over water” 
in the report he gave to the newspaper editor describing the movement of 
the objects he had seen, and the image of a saucer proved to be precisely 
what was needed to enable an already wide, general awareness to be ver- 
balized. All the previous year unidentified flying objects had been con- 
tinually reported over Scandinavia. They looked like guided rockets and 
the defense authorities in both Sweden and Norway were seriously wor- 
ried, believing that Russia was secretly trying out captured German mili- 
tary material, or building new rockets from captured plans, and sending 
them over their territories. However, none ever landed and no damage was 
reported. Similarly, during the last years of the war itself, formations of 
small disk-like objects had been encountered by both Allied and German 
night fighters, each imagining they were devices produced by the other 
side to cause confusion and attract pursuit away from real planes. No ac- 
tual contact was ever made. And further back still, one night in 1942, in 
the early days of US involvement in the war following the Japanese attack 
on Pearl Harbor, a full-scale UFO attack from the sea on Los Angeles 
apparently occurred. Wave after wave of aircraft were picked up by 
searchlight and greeted by a tremendous anti-aircraft barrage. Yet once 
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again there were no bombs and nothing was shot down and no damage 
was reported. 

So much for the phenomenon as it had been occurring on a sufficiently 

large scale to compel even unwilling official notice. In addition, however, 
there had also been hundreds if not thousands of individual sightings, 
ranging from unexplained nocturnal lights to remarkable objects witnessed 
in broad daylight flying at impossible speeds and executing impossible 
maneuvers, and sometimes even landing on the ground. After news of 
Kenneth Amold’s sighting was published reports of them poured into 
magazines, newspapers, the Airforce and anyone else who would listen. 
And just as had occurred with Spiritualism, widespread interest accom- 
panied by a flood of reports was as quick to develop in Europe as in the 
US, with Africa and South America soon following suit. And once again 
South America eventually came to take the lead in the sheer number of 
highly strange cases reported there, including particularly the disappear- 
ance of people in cars in mists in places all over the continent and their 
amazing reappearance fifty kilometers or so outside Mexico City, several 
thousand miles from where they had last been seen! 
And then the realization gradually dawned that what was happening 
wasn’t really such a new thing after all. Serious researchers began throw- 
ing up reports of cases from much earlier times. In the late 1890’s myste- 
rious airships were seen all over North America. True, such things had 
begun to be constructed then, but their earthly counterparts had hardly got 
off the drawing boards and were completely incapable of the speeds and 
maneuvers that had been reported. In the early 1900’s, while the Wright 
Brothers were still struggling to keep airborne for a few hundred yards, 
remarkable noisy airplanes began to be seen and heard over Europe, 
America and New Zealand. They seemed to be out to attract as much at- 
tention as possible for their occupants were usually clearly visible in 
brightly-lit cabins while they frequently shone brilliant searchlights down 
at the ground as they passed. In 1934 the Russian traveler Nicholas Ro- 
erich was traversing the Altai plateau on the northern border between Ti- 
bet and Mongolia when one of his Tibetan porters drew his attention to the 
unusual behavior of a bird of prey. Looking in the direction indicated he 
noticed beside the bird a dark speck in the sky away to the south. He fo- 
cused his binoculars on it and was amazed to see an oval object with sun- 
light glinting from its metallic surface. He followed its course southwards 
for two or three minutes till it suddenly changed direction westwards and 
disappeared. At that time there were no oval or circular planes in Tibet, 
nor anywhere else. Nor are there any today, for though plans for some 
have occasionally been drawn none have ever been successfully built and 
flown.

Yet since Kenneth Amold’s sighting reports of objects like the ones he 
and Nicholas Roerich saw have become commonplace, in every country of 
the world. Metallic objects, apparently the products of a technology in 
advance of our own, seem to be able to appear and disappear before wit- 
nesses at will, though they always elude attempts to pursue or capture 
them. Thus their existence, to those who have not seen them, remains un- 
proved and unprovable. Officially, like the Spiritualist materializations, 
they don’t happen. The social phenomenon that they are reported does 
exist officially, but officially it is purely a witness phenomenon, a strange 
case of widespread hallucination or misinterpretation of natural objects 
magnified or distorted by hysteria. In short it is a Neptunian phenomenon. 

A study of the chart cast for the time of Kenneth Amold’s sighting — 
universally accepted as the true start of the modern UFO Age — is both 
instructive and suggestive. Once again we find ¥ in the XIIth, as in the 
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first of the two Fatima charts, and he is close to the cusp of his “own”

We must regard it as a tell-tale symptom of the greatest importance 
that right from the outset the Flying Saucer phenomenon has been received 
with skepticism and even outright hostility by the orthodox scientific es- 
tablishment. No matter how ‘good’ or well attested a sighting may be it is 
invariably pooh-poohed and either explained away as a faulty observation 
or misinterpretation of some perfectly normal phenomenon or held up as 
evidence of psychological imbalance in the observer. To be a scientist and 
profess a belief in UFO’s is to lose all credibility and put one’s job at risk. 
This is )K’s response to the matter. But note how weak }K is in the Kenneth 
Amold sighting chart —far from any angle and with no aspects save a 2 
to %. Paradoxically, such a determination, not to consider or ever look at 
the subject may be precisely what ¥ wants, and perhaps P also. When you 
don’t look at a thing, whether through ignorance or just because you 
sneeringly don’t want to believe in it, you miss a great deal that g-¢s on in 
it. It has therefore greater freedom to develop on its own unhindered. And 
this is what is certainly happening in connection with that aspect of the 
UFO phenomena known as contactism. All over the world people are re- 
porting contacts with ‘space beings.’ Sometimes it is a case of outright

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abduction, usually for the purpose of a humiliating physical examination, 
but more often what develops is some form of telepathic communication 
leading to the reception of messages and teachings. Simple people, unedu- 
cated people, people in remote locations, struggling single parents with 
two or three children, even children themselves, are the typical contactees. 
Even the physical abductees frequently find a telepathic link has been es- 
tablished subsequently to their abduction experience. And the content of 
the messages received is astonishingly uniform the world-ov-r, even 
though the individual recipients may never have heard of each cther nor 
even know that any other people at all are being contacted. Even the 
names of the contacting agents or agencies recur. One particularly fre- 
quently encountered is Ashtar, who apparently broadcasts on the inner 
wave-band to housewives in North America, Europe and Australasia. 
What he says is usually sickeningly trite, but that again serves to repel 
scientific-minded intellectuals who might otherwise become too curious. 
The people who actually receive his messages of peace and brotherhood 
usually find them idealistic and uplifting and a definite camaraderie is es- 
tablished amongst those of them who get to hear of each other, as well as 
amongst their followers. And here and there amidst all the mush there turn 
up extraordinary pieces of information about scientific discoveries to 
come and future changes in world organization which a few dedicated re- 
searchers have begun to fit together like a jigsaw. 

In Messengers of Deception” one particular researcher points out 
rather chillingly that it has all happened before. During the last century 
B.C. and the first half-century A.D. messianic religious fervor, ascompa- 
nied by miracles and accounts of miraculous visitations, swept through the 
Mediterranean world then dominated by Rome, beginning in Palestine and 
the Asiatic lands nearby and spreading westwards. The highly educated 
and intellectual Greeks and Romans regarded it with astonished amuse- 
ment at first. Then a minority of educated people themselves began to be- 
come converted whereupon the rest reluctantly turned their backs cn them 
and the whole phenomenon, regarding those who had become ‘infected’ 
with contempt and refusing even to speak with them. A generation or so 
later, however, they found the new beliefs becoming securely established. 
And then eventually a day arrived when all who refused to subscribe to 
them found themselves dragged into the street, their houses burnt, and 
their formerly respected schools, colleges and temples closed and inter- 
dicted. 

Pope Gregory, so called ‘The Great’, finally completed the process and 
initiated the Dark Ages at the same time by ordering the destruction of the 
Ulpian library in Rome, the greatest collection ever made of ali the scien-

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tific works of the Ancient World, following the precept of the Church fa- 
ther Tertullian (160-220 A.D.), who had preached that “to be ignorant of 
everything outside the rule of faith is to possess all knowledge.”* 

This final stage was of course when P was able to step in to complete 
the process and put in the boot. It is what happened in Germany after the 
Nazis took over and it is what was initiated in Iran under Khomeini and is 
being systematically carried on under his successors. Moreover the lesson 
of it has been marked, learnt and inwardly digested by 
all the other Islamic states, whether near or distant and 
whether Shiite or Sunnite. P was not going to wait sev- 
eral generations more before he could reap a reward 
from the UFO phenomenon alone. The Islamic states 
are by far the most wonderful recruiting ground for 
nationalism and fanatic extremism in the world today. They were divided 
by the Iran-Iraqi war, though in a way even that was a flexing of muscles. 
When it staggered to a truce all of Islam somehow felt that it had come of 
age militarily. Both Iraq and Iran were manufacturing their ov arma- 
ments. Where could they turn now? 

The West as a whole is still remarkably ignorant about the or.c-billion 
Islamic people in the world. Its judgment is occluded by determination to 
focus its sight through the wrong end of the telescope upon the roughly 
four-million Jews who have managed to secure a foothold on the Eastern 
Mediterranean seaboard in what Moslems consider to be Moslera terri- 
tory. It sees the whole of Islam through Jewish eyes. Israel is tiny at pres- 
ent but she claims a divine, Biblically-attested right to a domain stretching 
from the Nile to the Euphrates. Nothing has served to galvanize and unify 
Islam more than that claim. Jewish fundamentalism gave rise to it and 
Mohammedan fundamentalism answers it. 

One would do well to remember the words Napoleon uttered 180 years 
ago with reference to China. “There sleeps a giant,” he said. “Wake him 
not or he will shake the world.” Today there are a billion Chinese and an 
awakened China is shaking the world. But there are also a billion Islamic 
people, and now they too have woken. At the beginning of this century 
they were prostrate before the colonial and military onslaught of the 
European peoples which seemed to be irresistible. Within 75 years, how- 
ever, they have watched European power recoil upon itself and shrivel as 
a result of two world wars, leaving their own territories independent once 
more.

The premises were entered (no warrants are 
required by law), they were arrested and handcuffed and then. still in 
handcuffs, were taken on a two-day journey by rail, bus and «zr right 
across the country to be indicted, tried and sentenced by a court cispens- 
ing Islamic justice. Truly when fundamentalism acquires real power it is a 
force to be reckoned with — a formidable, illiberal, dictatorial force. 

The great power that has had to reckon with it first has been Russia. 
There were sixty-million Islamic peoples all along the southera border of 
the Soviet Union, a legacy from the imperialism of the 19th Century 
Czarist days. The Islamic world never fell for the Soviet line atout the one 
unified workers’ homeland where religion was irrelevant. It saw these 
‘socialist states’ as the one area where European imperialism had per- 
sisted and not been cast out. Till 1990-91 the Soviet Union was too strong 
and the Islamic world too weak for direct confrontation, though as a po- 
litical issue uniting all Islam it actually ranked second only to Israel in 
importance. The Russian occupation of Afghanistan was therefore some- 
thing of enormous symbolic significance, a direct affront to Islam. The 
cessation of direct Russian military involvement after seven- years, even 
though covered by face-saving formulae, was seen by Moslems as a holy 
victory. 

The West chuckled at the Russian reverse and rubbed its hands with- 
out reflecting on the deeper issues involved, nor even comprehending 
them. Hadn’t the Afghan resistance succeeded because the guerrillas were 
supplied with Western weapons? No Moslem state, whether Iran, Iraq or 
anyone else, could defeat the West, could it? The US proceeded to dem- 
onstrate the fact by hammering Iraq for meddling with Rockefeller oil in- 
terests in Kuwait in 1990-91 (the Gulf War). But strangely enough Sad- 
dam Hussein himself was not quite hunted down and humiliated. Why? 
Did the high-up wire pullers in Washington begin to have an inkling that it 
might not be wise? Did they hope he would still provide a divisive coun- 
terbalance to Iran? But now he calls the Iranian leader his brother And 
following the break-up of the Soviet monolith in 1991 all the former So- 
viet Islamic territories have asserted independence and become involved in 
bloody nationalistic wars. Truly, B is rubbing his hands. 
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this, though really ¥ is involved in all religious revivals, a fact 

more easily demonstrable in connection with the amazing, unex- 

pected intrusion of fundamentalism as a major religious/political 
force on the West’s own political scene. Following on the straightforward 
Communist East versus Capitalist (Free) West confrontations of the 
1950’s in Korea, Germany, Hungary, Czechoslovakia, etc., the 1960’s 
suddenly came up with a strange, completely new development.’ All over 
Europe and North America young people began to protest that Flower 
Power should replace Atomic Power. The Hippie movement gathered 
momentum like a wave. Everywhere the ‘drop-outs’ began to question the 
whole point of the rat-race they were expected to “get-on’ in. On a hitherto 
unprecedented scale they began to use drugs (the ¥ means par excellence) 
to ‘alter’ their consciousness. Some of the drug sources were in Commu- 
nist countries so the Establishment naturally accused the East of a delib- 
erate plan for subversion; and quite correctly, 
for ¥ does rule subversion. But at least as 
many were home-grown or synthesized in 
Western laboratories, for narcotics have al- 
ways been big business and business is what

Again Christians. They had jobs and they gave a tithe 

of what they earned to the new churches they had 
formed, so these were able to buy property and build halls. The old estab- 
lished churches were empty but the new halls were full — full of funda- 
mentalist Christians who shut their eyes to reason and would have no 
compromise with Science or Socialism or Psychology and who rejected 
the Liberal, Permissive Way of Life which all Americans had come to 
venerate as truly American and had exported to the rest of the Free World. 
If the Bible said one thing and Science said another then there must be a 
compromise or explanation somewhere, the older churches had said, but 
these Christians said No. If Science contradicted the Bible, then Science 
was wrong. 

It was probably inevitable that )K and ¥ would eventually fall out over 
religion. During the 19th Century they became allied because although 
Communism is scientifically oriented it can also inspire devotion in its 
adherents and it was then an outcast opposing the tremendous wave of 
capitalist imperialism which was advancing from Europe all over the 
globe. It could be presented as a romantic ideal which would bring justice 
to all peoples instead of exploitation. The successful reality has unfortu- 
nately produced something very different — a tyranny every bit as callous 
and brutal as anything that financial cupidity could devise. Indeed the 
Russian Revolution when it came about was in part financed and assisted 
by Western banking houses and there has always been some cooperation 
between the two systems. The Capitalist side saw wisdom in hedging its 
bets while Communism needed Western technology and know-how. Both 
systems are really essentially down-to-earth and pragmatic. Both want to 
create something in this world which works and makes a profit. Signifi- 
cantly therefore, even while )K was allied with ¥ throughout the 19th Cen- 
tury, Communism always sneered at religion as “the opium of the people.” 
As soon as it became established it forbade it. In Soviet-Russia religion 
was only tolerated under strict government supervision and all proselytism 
was prohibited. Nevertheless, despite these handicaps, in the new Russia a 
revival is going on today. As was demonstrated under Ancient Rome, the 
religious spirit once aroused is powerful enough to transform or destroy 
an Empire. It is an irrational spirit fundamentally opposed to the Uranian 
ethos and much closer to right-wingism. Hence a ¥-P alliance is really 
much more natural than a )K-¥ one. 
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Today, with the true nature of Communism now so well known to most 
of the world, it is far harder than it was formerly for )K to invoke the spirit 
of idealism. Only in very undeveloped areas, particularly those which have 
been under the sway of religion in a crystallized uncaring form for a long 
time, does it still arouse romantic mass appeal; for example, in South East 
Asia where a too detached and metaphysical Buddhism has not concerned 
itself with mass poverty in the objective world, and central and South 
America where the Catholic Church has existed in cahoots with exploita- 
tion and abuse for centuries and tended to keep the populace poor, igno- 
rant and superstitious. In these places the ideal of religion has less 
strength than the ideal of Communism. Elsewhere today Communism’s 
main assistance from ¥ is largely confined to his negative side, i.e., to de- 
ception and subversion. Infiltration, spying, erection of ‘fronts,’ 
‘laundering,’ etc. are specialties of ¥ in this aspect. 


non we must now ask the question “what does Neptune truly be- 

lieve in himself?” Consider that Fatima miracle for instance. Was 
it just a piece of deception from beginning to end, made possible by noth- 
ing more than ’s diablerie of materializations and illusions? Naturally we 
cannot simply call the fundamental spiritual impulse in mankind nothing 
but the product of deception (it is clearly a combination of XIIth and [Xth 
House influence, and mainly ruled by 44), but is it still not a fact that relig- 
ions as we find them in established form throughout the world today con- 
stitute the most enormous and detestable edifice of deception, delusion and 
mass refusal to face reality that exists on this planet? Those in the Jewish- 
Christian-Mohammedan nexus all demand adherence to a body of doc- 
trines which have to be swallowed whole. Protestant Christianity has 
fragmented itself into a myriad of mutually antagonistic sects, each one 
differing from the others over some point which it has chosen to regard as 
of crucial importance, but all of them without exception continue to make 
the same “the whole or else” demand on their adherents. And invariably, 
whatever this whole is, it contains elements of the irrational; so it can only 
be accepted whole on blind faith. There is an appeal to reason on certain 
points but once these are accepted reason must be shut off and faith alone 
must take over. The Eastern religions, led by Hinduism in India and its 
offshoot Buddhism in Tibet, Mongolia, Burma, Indochina and China, do 
place actual spiritual realization before adherence to any particular doc- 
trine but unfortunately, as practiced today, they lose themselves in a mass 


T*: PENETRATE to the real core of this whole alliance phenome- 
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of ritualistic practices and garbled, superstitious ‘explanations’ of the uni- 
verse which are in general repugnant to the 20th Century mind.° 

Yet all religions ultimately owe their origin to a theophany; i.e., to a di- 
rect impact of the numinous world upon the mundane world. All the 
mumbo-jumbo of today is in the last analysis simply a desperate harking 
back to a time when people did not merely believe on faith alone — they 
knew. In its early days Christianity had a sect which protested at blind 
faith and offered its adherents a way to attain direct knowledge of spiritual 
truths. These were the Gnostics; the ‘knowers.’ The test they advocated 
was however naturally not that of scientific rationalism. It was direct ex- 
perience through meditative and other practices which brought spiritual 
realization more after the manner of the Eastern religions. But they were 
speedily denounced as heretical and bloodily stamped out. Two billion 
Jews, Christians and Muslims therefore possess only the tradition of an 
original theophany. What was it, and how did it come about? 

Tn essence, as the records of all these three religions describe i, it was 
an experience like that of the children at Fatima. God and man met face to 
face and talked to one another. My contention is that it happened because 
¥ provided the bridge between the two worlds. This is the only way it ever 
happens and ever can happen. 

Once again we must realize that ¥ is a communicator of ideas and a 
colorist of ideas, and not an originator of them. Like ¥ he is a go-between, 
but he is the go-between of the sub-conscious rather than the conscious 
plane; and he also makes the connections between all the inner planes and 
our outer material one. We cannot therefore simply upbraid him with in- 

sincerity when we ask him 

what he believes in. What 

o~ does ¥ believe in? It isn’t }’s 

Blah bla blah blah blah province to believe but only to 
* think clearly and transmit 

knowledge and ideas effi- 

ciently. He is like a computer. 

Put garbage in and you’ll get 

garbage out; but if you put truth in, ¥ will express it clearly and succinctly 
in a way that everyone can understand. No other planet can do this, and 
for this reason he is essential to objective truth. In a precisely similar way 
¥ is essential to the Ideal, for without him it can never be intuited and in- 
wardly grasped. Let the Ideal once be obscured however, by whatever 
cause, and he will magnify the veils of obscuration and deception till ab-

they do today. In this way those hungry for spiritual reality are forced to

But both he and § also have their own indi- 
vidualities and desire for self-assertion. % is not 
solely the messenger of truth; he is also the 
planet of thieves and the patron of con-men and 
liars. He can be as superficial as they come, 
talking incessantly and saying nothing, intimi- 
dating everyone by his intellectual brilliance 
but never seeming to be able to grasp a concrete fact nor to arrive at a 
worthwhile practical conclusion. It is probably just as well that we all tend 
to know him since he is always clever, and with his cleverness, whether 
well or ill used, he is pretty easy to recognize. We probably converse with 
him nearly every day. He may talk about metaphysics but he is not him- 
self a metaphysician. The ambiance in which he is most naturally at home 
is that of ordinary everyday life. He gets on splendidly with his hand in 
your pocket or mine. When properly enlisted in the service of higher 
things, however, he can become what the alchemists call ‘Our Philosophi- 
cal Mercury,’ that is, the agent of transmutation of base metals into gold 
and the Universal Medicine. He does it by sharpening and refining the in- 
tellectual mind and directing it towards objective comprehension of spiri- 
tual truths. 

We never rub shoulders with ¥ quite so obviously and intimately. He 
moves in the sphere of the Outer Planets instead of with the ©. ), 2 and 
the Earth like 3, and like the other Outer Planets he tends to deal with is- 
sues which affect us more generally. This does not mean that he is solely a 
‘collective’ planet, affecting only generations of human beings and not 
individuals, as some astrologers have erroneously asserted; but it does 
mean that those who are strongly affected by him or identified with him 
(i.e., having him rising or otherwise accented in their charts) tend to be in 
touch with matters of general concern to human kind. Trickster ¥ may 
pull off one particular theft or con-trick with consummate skill but leave 
the rest of us unaffected and the world in general much as he found it. ¥, 
by contrast, may initiate not merely one advertising lie but a whole trend 
in advertising or in political propaganda which affects us all and which 
perhaps robs or deceives a whole generation. When working in Higher 
Service,° on the other hand, he can inspire a whole community, nation or 
generation to aspire to discover the true secret and meaning of life.

and the planets must at one time have had a similar song. Today, however, 
with Zeus no longer in charge on Mount Olympus, each planetary princi- 
ple seeks to find the best way it can to run its own show and sound its note 
to greatest advantage. Apart from 4 none of them is big enough and 
strong enough to become sole leader so they work in alliances or small 
groups. % and ¥, the two who do not have individual notes of their own, 
have to choose which of the notes of others they are going to sound. Nev- 
ertheless they too in their own way can still aspire to be effectively top 
dog. ¥, for example, is clearly the genius behind the modern invention of 
computer language. Now a whole society is coming of age which will be 
totally dependent on computers and those trained to use them in order to 
function. Already our present society is divided into the pre- and post- 
computer generations. If a struggle should occur anywhere between a so- 
ciety possessing a computer generation and another without one, the 
“have” society would rapidly come to dominate and rule the other. 3 has 
thus placed this generation in a position of power. However, the precise 
way in which the power would be exercised would be determined by 
whichever other planetary notes or ideas % (or the generation taught by 
him) chose to express through their computers.

r | JHIS IS precisely what he is doing. Earlier in this article I asked 


filling this task since the Golden Age came to an end six or seven millennia 
ago, and chaos has ruled ever since. While he did rule his government was eve- 
rywhere open, accessible and understandable in the light of the conscious mind.

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tions Age, or the Credit Card Age, or the Computer Age, but it really is 
the Neptune Age. We are no longer ruled openly, whether from Mount 
Olympus or Mount Sinai, but secretly and subliminally from the Ocean 
Deep within.

Look at 
the way other planets do it. 

& shouts at his troops, dragoons them and disciplines them and trains 
them to shoot and be shot at. 

% devises innumerable bureaucratic controls and a wage and insurance 
system, which ties people as nearly as possible to one spot and one job for 
life, through fear of loss of earnings and security if they leave. A. checking 
system which guarantees anonymity to informers who report on the slight- 
est infringement of rules completes the ring-pass-not. 

MK introduces enforced equality and prohibition of private ownership of 
the means of production. A universal education system followed up by 
intelligence — and aptitude — testing determines the precise job to which 
each individual will be assigned. Oversight is easy with the aid of elec- 
tronic devises and dissidents can be taken care of in well-equipped mental 
hospitals. 

PB sets up a national or religious standard to which everyone must 
measure up. His call is for service and self-sacrifice and initially he awak- 
ens a thrilled response in a population sickened by all-pervasive corrup- 
tion and self-seeking. Eventually, however, a brutal element creeps in. 
Those who do not measure up are insulted and kicked. The leader is fol- 
lowed blindly and obedience may be the result of fear as much as ideal- 
ism, 

I shall not for the moment consider the alternative methods based on 
love, honor and a hierarchy of mutual respect for differing gifts and apti- 
tudes, since no society in today’s world manifests these. In the Western 
World on the other hand money is obviously the paramount operative 
force. Until recently it was subject to some checks but with the advent of 
the theory of Monetarism today’s trend is to follow market forces (that is, 
the law of the jungle, ruled by those who are strong enough and strategi- 
cally well enough placed to be able to manipulate prices and the value of 
currencies), to determine everything. Nations which attempt to protect 
themselves are marked down for economic blackmail, if not outright de- 
struction. Some astrological ‘authorities’ have written as though } in- 
spires this dictatorship of wealth. It is true that he is the planet of abun- 
dance, but the Signs he rules are H and », plus the XIIth and IXth 
Houses, none of them associated with finance. The real culprit is Minos, 
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ruler of 8 and the IInd House.’ He is still officially undiscovered, like the 
manipulators of wealth themselves, though in actual fact his position and 
orbital elements were published in 1961. 

Obviously none of these methods, as I have baldly summarized them, 
could be held up and ascribed to ¥. All astrologers understand something 
of the feel of each planet and clearly none has the authentic feel of ¥. It is 
nevertheless my contention that he is actually making use of all of them, 
and giving them all his own peculiar twist. What then is that twist’? 

All those other planets are awake. If you study them and examine what 
they do carefully enough you can understand them with the conscious, 
objective mind. But ¥ is different. He is like the old Celtic God Nodens, 
described in the Welsh epic The Mabinogion, whom the other Gods sent 
permanently to sleep, imagining that in that way they could get rid of him. 
Yet through dreams he was still able to speak to them, besides warning 
mortals of their plans, and possibly he even exercised more influence than 
before. I suggest ¥’s method of control is the lullaby. He rules us by 
eroding our natural desire for conscious initiative and independence and 
by inducing in us instead a general contentment to be rocked in the cradle. 

In almost every factory or workplace one enters today, piped music is 
issuing from speakers throughout the building. Usually it is repetitive pop 
music which requires no mental participation or effort whatever from the 
listener. As a background it is the proper soporific for the perforraance of 
endless repetitive tasks. In a few cases where concentration and mental 
effort has been required for the work being done individual workers have 
protested. The usual solution then has been to change the music for these 
employees, providing classical music instead of pop, though it still re- 
mains a background. Those who insist on no background music at all are 
courageous and rare and even when they succeed in having it stopped their 
peace and quiet is insecure. Should a colleague appear who asks for it 
back it rapidly returns and an objector who really can’t stand it must look 
for somewhere else to work. 

Supermarkets also have a continuous musical background. Studies 
have shown that it reduces tension and argumentativeness in customers, 
makes them less inclined to gather in knots and talk, and encourages them 
to get on with choosing and buying. Moreover they buy more. 

These two examples are illustrative of ¥ serving the wealth-gathering 
plans of Minos. Other instances of this alliance abound throughout our- 
culture. The music used to usher people into their seats in aircra‘t and to 
allay tension while they are waiting for take-off is also related ia part to 
the same combination but probably the main and most important connec- 
tion here is 4’s fixated interest in population control.

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balanced things and to fill one 
with a hundred or two hundred 
people, all packed together, 
obviously creates a potentially 
very dangerous situation. The 
hijacking phenomenon has 
demonstrated how vulnerable 
they can be. From the start, 
therefore, a means had to be 
found to prevent tension aris- 
ing and keep everyone happily occupied while at the same time avoiding 
all overt mental demands. The result has been the pattern of air travel as 
we know it today; that is, something as closely resembling a short stay in 
hospital as it would be possible to imagine. Everyone is allocated a soft 
reclining seat and encouraged to stay and doze in it as much as vossible. 
Meals are served regularly on trays, without too long a wait between each 
one. Air hostesses fill the role of nurses checking that everyone is feeling 
well. A choice of music is provided, but with earphones so that no one is 
unnecessarily disturbed by it. A film is also shown (a highly Neptunian 
form of escape from present reality). From the moment of entering the 
aircraft to the moment of leaving it everyone is sedulously taken care of 
and watched over and finally thanked for having come. The whole sce- 
nario is the lullaby in essentia and % must have thanked ¥ profusely for 
devising it. 

The key to the whole technique is the substitution of an alternative 
reality for present-time reality. “Tells us a story at bedtime.” It is amaz- 
ingly easy to start the process going because most people really are bored 
or depressed with actual life as they have to live it. Too often it is repeti- 
tive, uninspiring, hard, degrading or soul-destroying. Even when it is none 
of these but easy and delightful, still very few people are happy and satis- 
fied to be where they actually are. It seems to be a built-in characteristic 
of human nature to want to be somewhere else. This is why holidays 
(literally ‘holy days,’ special days for re-establishing touch with the 
spiritual reality underlying all things) are essential to a full meaningful 
life. The modern trend to miscall them “vacations” (empty periods) misses 
their true point altogether. If there really were no reality but the workaday 
one, that is, the modern money-ruled, automated, factory or office exis- 
tence in a city, with nothing but an empty period for an occasional break 
in it, then ¥ would unquestionably be the savior of the world. His escape 
route to illusion would not merely be justified; it would be the Number 
One necessity. In actuality however, the true necessity is to find our way 
back to the essential meaning of life, and with the aid of Holy Days to 
attempt to bring Heaven down to Earth. In a way — admittedly a primi- 
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tive way —that was what the medievals were trying to do, which is the 
explanation for the amazing spiritual and artistic productivity of that pe- 
riod despite vastly greater material hardships than anything we have to put 
up with today. Some primitive cultures even continue to attempt it nowa- 
days, though ‘progress’ is rapidly weeding them out. In the meantime 
within our own culture escapism has become the necessity and the rule. 

Take TV for instance. Potentially it 
could be a tool for instruction and for 
extending humanity’s grip on real life. 
Instead the most watched programs by a 
factor with many zeroes added are the 
soap operas Dallas, Dynasty, etc.’ So 
ingrained is the pattern that even pro- 
grams designed for use in schools now 
have to be presented in the accepted format of entertainment TV with pop 
music, cartoon characters and a slick, wise-cracking commentary. Reality 
on its own is not expected to attract. To become attractive it must be of- 
fered along with the mindless trappings of the “vacation.” 

Politics is the same or worse. The technique of saying what you believe 
the customer, the Boss, or whoever else needs stroking wants you to say 
is, of course, as old as time, but today it is a rule which must never be 
deviated from in public life. At each election each party builds a 
‘platform’ of carefully worded statements calculated not in accordance 
with relevant realities but primarily because the caucus has decided this is 
what the electorate will most enjoy hearing. Intelligence and idealism in 
electors are cynically rated as low or non-existent, so the tone of each 
statement tends towards materialism and self-seeking. Where something of 
principle is apparently advocated it carefully avoids any hint of here-and- 
now self-sacrifice. Usually it is a statement of attitude towards some other 
people somewhere else. In that way the illusion of idealism can be pre- 
served without any of the irritations of the reality. If the ‘planks’ 
(statements) are well enough laid to secure election, however, the party 
which becomes the government finds itself with work to do which is re- 
lated to standard realities. As far as it possibly can it then keeps all major 
policy decisions and negotiations out of the public eye. All the time it is in 
power it sedulously tries to preserve its contrived, illusionary image, bol- 
stered up sometimes by outright lies though more often by specious half- 
truths. The opposition as determinedly tries to tear it down, posing as the 
servant of truth, though all the time it knows its own position is no more 
secure and the means it is using to attack its enemy are just as misleading

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as the fabric it is assailing. Neither of them dare give the plain unvar- 
nished truth. To tell the truth is to lose, because no one will believe it or 
understand it. Truth isn’t glamorous. It takes glamour to win. 

In all of this ¥ is once again operating for the most part in alliance with 
+, for * likes to see an established machinery working and keeping soci- 
ety in order but doesn’t like to show his hand or take others openly into his 
confidence. The West likes to think it is “free” in contrast to how the en- 
slaved East was under Communism, but there is a good deal of illusion 
and self-deception even about that idea. It is true that managed *c secure 
a more rigid hold over the peoples who were brought under the system 
devised by ), but even in the West that original freedom to range widely, 
believe freely and be a self-confident land or business-owning individual 
which \ conferred on the European peoples who ventured abroad (% and 
the IXth House) has been enormously eroded. Fewer and fewer Americans 
still truly own their own farms and businesses, Almost all of them are 
mortgaged to the Minotaur now, and the rest of the populace works di- 
rectly for him for wages or salary. Minos and % are getting on well to- 
gether. And to disguise that reality both of them are finding $ very useful. 
It would be a very serious 
situation if the majority ever 
woke up.’ 

Just how completely illu- 
sion has usurped the place of 
reality is illustrated by the cult 
of ‘the name that reveals and 
conceals.’ Everything and eve- 
ryone, from politicians to film 
stars to toiletries, is chosen for its name or named and re-named. Every 
product-manufacturer looks for a name that will be remembered —a name 
that seems to mean or promise something, though the promise only has a 
fantasy connection with the reality. Gasolines have four-letter additives 
that will somehow magically add miles to the gallon. The initial letters of 
scientific formulae are taken and contracted into words, glamorized in 


> What went on in Iran a few years ago was of course something of an awak- 
ening. Links with the International Religion of Big Business and Money- 
making were severed and at least there was a reawakening of idealism and the 
impulse towards self-sacrifice. If Christian fundamentalism now continues to 
widen its foothold in the West in a similar way, the old parties who have forgot- 
ten the attraction that idealism and self-sacrifice have for the young will begin 
to tremble. However, Neptune will still be in on the scene, if he has not in fact 
brought it all about, since fundamentalism is itself an escape from reality, via 
the route of blind faith. 
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adverts, and then accepted by the man in the 
street as if they were inspired keys to the 
substances themselves. What all of this is 
based on is recognition of the fact that we all 
really live in a world of our own conceptions, 
and when something is to be sold to us it 
somehow has to make contact with that 
world. Nothing is more useless than to advertise a toilet cleaner honestly 
by its scientific name. Even a description of what it does only gets part of 
the way. The real link is made by fixing on whatever is noticeable or at- 
tractive about it — even deliberately manufacturing this with coloring 
matter, scent, etc. — and then advertising it as this. Thus: “Thick blue 
liquid toilet cleaner.” ¥ supplies it in a modern bottle which both pictures 
it and sprays it out. Meanwhile the medical world, like the political world, 
preserves deliberate silence. 4, ¥ and P in triple harness meticulously 
monitor everything that is really going on all the time, using the boot of 
the enforcement officers of the Food and Drug Administration whenever 
necessary. Thus we can all sleep securely, while doctors, like priests, keep 
carefully aloof from their patients and rarely tell them the true nature of 
their condition. Prescriptions are written in Latin code in deliberately ob- 
scure handwriting. 

The separation of those in the know from all the rest and the myth of 
the polarization of the goodies and the baddies has been ¥’s play from the 
start. When he stage-managed Communism for )K in the 19th Century he 
first of all painted the dichotomy of Capitalist versus Proletariat. Capital- 
ist operations were going to emphasize the polarization between their two 
groups more and more, he said, as wealth became progressively concen- 
trated into fewer and fewer hands and more and more people were de- 
prived and forced to become proles. Gradually the contrast would become 
the cause of bitterness and tension till ultimately it was stark, although at 
that point it would also be precariously unstable. Then the revolution 
would come and sweep away the few bloated capitalists remaining; the 
repressive state they had set up would wither away after a few years of the 
dictatorship of the proletariat, and everyone would live happily ever after. 
This simple bedtime story served two purposes. On the one hand it in- 
spired a hard core of revolutionaries who believed in it implicitly to un- 
dergo training, infiltrate political societies and groups everywhere, un- 
dergo hardship and imprisonment, and finally engage in armed insurrec- 
tion to overthrow established constitutional governments. On the other it 
also persuaded the simple-minded, less wealthy classes to believe in the 
bona fides of those who were spreading the Communist message, and to 
trust and support the revolutionary cadres. Where Communism succeeded 
in establishing itself there was naturally some confusion and disillusion- 
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ment. There were those who bemusedly asked “haven’t we just exchanged 
a boss we at least knew for one we don’t know?” But ¥ had tipped K to be 
ready for them and they were easily “liquidated.” 

This of course was a big scale operation. The same principles apply 
however, mutatis mutandis, even when the number of people involved are 
much smaller, but then something else also happens, something very im- 
portant. We must remember that where there are numerous small groups 
each one of which considers itself an elite separated from the mass of in- 
ferior outsiders, then the insiders of one group will be outsiders of an- 
other. Almost no-one will be an insider of every group and therefore really 
in the know and in control of everything. In the West the only ones ap- 
proximating to that position will be financial organizations which control 
the purse strings of a host of other powerful pressure groups. In the East it 
used to be the Communist Party whose policy it was to try to know every- 
thing about everything and everybody. Apart from these, eye-shutting and 
fragmentation proceed apace since both Money and the Communist Party 
run their respective shows effectively much more through what they as 
insiders know about us, and what they can therefore indirectly nudge us to 
do, that through direct obedience induced by what they overtly allow us to 
know about them. Nevertheless there is a basic instinctual desire in hu- 
mankind to possess some overall idea about what is happening to it. It is 
frustrated in real terms because the knowledge possessed by the most ad- 
vanced minds of our culture is generally inaccessible either because it is 
genuinely too abstruse or through its being held back. The result, espe- 
cially in the West, which is still relatively freer to express itself in “way- 
out” ways than the East, is the appearance of the “alternative” movements 
— the anti-establishment and anti-rational cults and alternative science. ¥ 
has a hand in all of these. 

Orthodox science is not infallible. It is, after all, a growing and devel- 
oping body of knowledge which changes and even overthrows many of its 
apparently established positions as it grows. But it is arrogant and supe- 
rior, and this makes it easier for ¥ to point to these changes and then by 
speciously reasonable arguments begin to discredit it, foment distrust of it, 
and undermine it. Gradually, without realizing it, Science is being induced 
to build fairy castle walls about itself which are becoming its prison in- 
stead of its defense. Its terminology becomes more and more incompre- 
hensible to the ordinary man or woman. It is enlisted by governments to 
design and build secret weapons of destruction and covered by official 
secrets acts. Longer and longer periods of training are required to qualify 
to join its inner core of initiates. Those who fail to complete them remain 
at best hangers-on; white coated technicians of the outer court. 

Then ¥ provides all the different branches of alternative science; alter- 
native medicine, alternative history, alternative religion, a whole new al- 
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ternative culture in fact. And here the adherents of the different branches 
do interrelate and welcome each other since the same fuzzy thinking is the 
tule in all of them. Specious argument and simple belief take the place of 
controlled experiment and logical deduction. The approach is essentially 
religious, for new adherents are welcomed as converts. “We speak your 
language,” they say. One ‘argument’ published in a naturopathic journal 
is a typical example. It read: 


“Babies who are fed cows’ milk grow bigger and develop stronger 
bodies than those fed on other milks because cows have much bigger 
and solider bodics than do humans or goats; but their brains do not 
develop in proportion since the cow’s brain is smaller in proportion 
to total body size than the human brain.” 


This kind of “thinking” is undoubtedly easier to assimilate than a scien- 
tific formula and has no doubt clinched the matter for many people who 
were wondering whether it was really a good thing to drink cows’ milk. 

I am not of course disputing the fact that there are also rational argu- 
ments in favor of Naturopathy, just as there are for certain scientific 
theories which at present are rejected by Establishment Science. Neverthe- 
less it is unquestionable that ‘religious’ science, ‘religious’ alternative 
medicine, even ‘religious’ occultism, is growing up alongside the genuine 
article in each of these fields.'° In the occult field we have the Arcane 
School, founded on the 24 lengthy volumes telepathed to Alice A. Bailey 
(a former Christian missionary in India) by her Tibetan Master. It teaches 
among other things the doctrine of the seven ray types of humanity, a 
fantasy alternative to the seven planets of traditional astrology but not in 
any way based on or related to them, nor indeed on anything else. One 
whole volume of her works is devoted to Esoteric Astrology, 1 wholly 
“take it on faith” exposition which cannot be tested and whict is only 
applicable to those who “are advanced on the Path.” Even wors:: are the 
teachings of “Osiris” as set forth in The Book of Truth.'' These inform 
us that the creator of all, EL, originally made us all entirely free and sex- 
less spirits till a conspiracy by Jehovah and someone called Satanaku 


10 In Hitler’s day, under the Third Reich, two rival schools of ncnsense- 


science, the Hollow Earthers and the Hoerbiggerites, were both tolerated and 
vied for supremacy. The Hoerbiggerites believed the Universe was in essence 
simply an enormous block of ice. Our Solar System was a bubble within the ice 
extending a little way beyond the orbit of Neptune. At that distance solid ice 
would be encountered in all directions. Today Hoerbigger is actually on the way 
back, for Rune groups in Germany have taken him up again along with a re- 
vival of the myth and cult of the “Pure German.”

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Diabolu (no less!) enticed us into sexual bodies and trapped us there. Yet 
both the Arcane School and the Knights Templars of Aquarius have a 
world-wide and steadily growing membership. 

As in more orthodox religions the potential convert is asked to consider 
one or more speciously convincing statements. If he accepts them, from 
then on he only has to believe. Once having swallowed the bait he is 
caught up in all the rest of the irrational trip. 

In the 19th Century Science was the revolutionary force busily over- 
turning and destroying the outmoded, traditional world of the Establish- 
ment, discrediting and bringing down the entrenched bastions of religion, 
and promising improvements everywhere and an easier time for everyone. 
The changes certainly occurred and a few of the improvements were ac- 
tually delivered, though not all of them. But now Science itself is the Es- 
tablishment. Consequently it sets up bodies to attack, discredit and control 
fringe medicine, pseudo-science and whatever else it can reach of the Al- 
ternative Culture. In the Communist East where control from the top was 
enforced more rigidly, its inhibiting effect was stronger; yet even there it 
eventually could not disguise the fact that it was on the defensive. Really 
the tide has begun to flow against science and 
it is everywhere in retreat before the burgeon- 


ing irrational world. People would actually Roses are red

5,000 years ago, as Fundamentalist Christi- 
anity also does, than continue to venerate the 
Science which has placed man on the Moon. 

People want to believe, and much of modern science is too forbidding 
for belief, or too mechanistically repellent. Who wants to believe that 
since the initial Big Bang everything has been running down an inelucta- 
bly predetermined course towards final entropy, following an absolutely 
mechanical law of cause and effect? As humans we believe that Life and 
Will and Love and Hate have essential meaning. Give us ¥ any day. 

None of the other planets and very few individuals or groups on this 
Earth, even among those who are directly affected, seem to be noticing or 
worrying about it, but it is an ominous fact that each one of the innumer- 
able lullabying activities that ¥ carries out (always ostensibly for their 
benefit) can invariably be seen to have introduced one more area of divi- 
sion between humanity and reality. All that each separate group that be- 
lieves it has benefited pays attention to is the fact that it feels .afer be- 
cause people have been encouraged not to try to understand it but instead 
to take things on trust; for then it is not so often inspected and subjected to 
critical control. Politicians, medical associations, scientific bodies, legal 
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and accounting fraternities, even trade unions, all take advantage of one 
means or another to con people into going to sleep and just letting the ex- 
perts run things. The public is only invited in when some overt action is to 
be taken and a numerical show of support is needed. But something very 
sinister results from it all. The general population is vastly further away 
from actual control over its own destiny than it was fifty or a hundred 
years ago. While the soft music plays to us in all the supermarkets and 
shopping malls; while the radio or TV passes the time for us with sex 
plays, quiz shows and revelation about the private lives of public figures; 
while the newspapers are either scandal sheets and sport round-ups or 
carefully vetted “intellectual” political commentaries, written from a few 
apparently opposed viewpoints but always within narrowly circumscribed 
allowable parameters; while we are all in greater or lesser degree induced 
to believe that we wouldn’t understand and that it is better to trust the 
President or congress or the union or the surgeon-general, a progressive 
disabling of our culture to cope with itself is proceeding.

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Our civilization is threatened. The threat is not patently obvious and it 
is not always easy to estimate how great the danger is, but it is there. To 
sit in the private office of a professor of physics or the dean of a medical 
faculty is to receive an impression of enormous confidence in the unas- 
sailable dominance of intellectual superiority. It seems patently obvious 
that nothing can ever seriously challenge it. In a similar way leading po- 
litical figures often project not merely trust in their own party but also 
unshakable belief in the stability of the system to which they belong. Yet 
to hear a whole congregation bellowing or moaning as it “speaks in 
tongues” in an Assemblies of God church in almost any Western country 
today can be a deeply disturbing experience when one realizes that this, 
and not what the physics professor teaches, is reality to these people, and 
that their number is increasing everyday. Then one remembers uneasily 
how Moslem fundamentalism expelled the Westernized Shah of Iran and 
completely revolutionized that country, restoring both a medieval form of 
government and a medieval way of life. 

Could it happen in the West? No; not today anyway, and probably not 
tomorrow either. That particular scenario may not be the one planned for 
us at all. But we are probably going to be robbed of our confidence and 
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pride in our scientific achievements, and thus of self-confidence in face of 
the rest of the world, while the latter by contrast will begin to look down 
on us. On the spiritual front it has already begun to happen, as Indian gu- 
tus and Buddhist missionaries appear in the West and Western youth treks 
off to India, Burma and Thailand to learn to meditate in the manner of the 
religions of the East. And we must not forget Minos. Currency manipula- 
tions can reduce nations which were in the economic forefront to Third 
World status almost overnight. But the main thrust is undoubtedly to 
erode belief in the Uranian spirit which, more than anything else. was the 
force which propelled the European nations and North America into their 
position of world dominance in the 19th Century and the first half of the 
20th. It may happen in the strangest ways — even ways which at first 
sight seem to be steps in the opposite direction. Take computers and the 
computer generation, for instance. 

America first began using computers while researching the atomic 
bomb project, and thereafter expertise in their design developed quickly at 
IBM and elsewhere. Nowadays a world which is completely dependent on 
them is rapidly coming into being as young people everywhere display 
youthful Mercurial linguistic ability and master their languages. As elec- 
tronic devices they are unquestionably Uranian and with \K almost exclu- 
sively focused on the West at the time, they first appeared as a Western 
invention. Nevertheless the basic know-how, once grasped, can be dupli- 
cated and improved on elsewhere. Thus Japan rapidly caught up with the 
US in computer design, with Korea and Taiwan not far behind. and the 
whole world’s youth becomes fluent in Newthink. 

Mis certainly beginning to spread his attention elsewhere. S« far the 
initial inventive impulse has always still come from the west, but what if 
some new advance was really to 
originate somewhere else? The 
more the spread goes on, the 
more likely it will be to happen. 
The obvious first choice would 
seem to be Russia, but Russia 
has been the nation directly 
tuled by K in a political sense 
and possibly he has had his 
hands full there simply oversee- 
ing that aspect of things. The 
Russians have certainly been 
very active in the space race and 
in atomic research, but an 
enormous proportion of their 
technical know-how has come 
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and still does come from the West. Something new may come from a Far 
Eastern country. Or — and I think this most likely —it could be from a 
Mohammedan country where )K may wish to stake a claim in opposition to 
the present undisputed ¥-B hegemony. Wherever it comes from, a major 
non-Western new development will shake the West to the core and defi- 
nitely put an end to its intellectual arrogance viz. a viz. the rest of the 
world. 


UST WHO is running the world anyway? 
That remarkable writer Charles Fort, author of The Book of the 
Damned and other works examining subjects that orthodox science 
regards as taboo, once put it succinctly: 


“Sometimes I think we are property,” he said. “We believe we are 
running our own show, defining our religious and political beliefs, 
making money, carving up the world, fighting wars, but really we’re 
like cattle or sheep put out to graze in a world-wide paddock. Every 
so often the owner sends an agent or comes himself to see how 
things are getting on. Some of us are tagged and a few chosen ones 
are given bells and programmed or trained in various ways to act as 
leaders. ” 


Whenever scientific knowledge and real spiritual insight together threaten 
to awaken humankind and there is a danger that it might shake itself truly 
free, immediately a diversion is staged. Leaders and teachers disappear or 
die; books are discredited or burnt; one religion is pitted against another; 
the people in general are asked to “have faith as little children.” And of all 
the planets, ¥ is always the one most implicated in these proceedings. 

So history repeats itself endlessly as we go round and round in circles, 
never achieving unity nor finding definitive answers to any of our ques- 
tions, always inextricably stuck in the rut of brief periods of civilization 
inevitably followed by years which return us to barbarism. 

So what can we do about it all? 

I shall be accused of having painted not merely an anthropomorphic 
picture (for which I do not apologize since I believe that this form of por- 
trayal comes closest to giving a true, living delineation for all the ten 
planets, each one of which projects a completely individual personality), 
but in addition a very negative one. I therefore ask readers to consider the 
following statement very carefully: 


Our ability to perceive these patterns has itself come 
about as a result of #’s objective discovery. 
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Now I have already suggested that each planet knows when it will be 
discovered and may very possibly bring that discovery about. Aiready, in 
the twenty, thirty or forty years before it happens, its influence may be 
discerned making itself felt with a new emphasis in world affairs. Jt wants 
to be known. Yes, it does want to change the whole pattern of things by 
stressing its own key-note in a new way, or to an extent never experienced 
here before, and possibly, as I have suggested, it actually wants to be top- 
dog, though it may have to enter an alliance to achieve that objective. But 
the very fact that it has allowed its physical position in our Solar System 
to become known shows that it is also inviting us to understand its prin- 
ciple with our conscious minds, and then to go on from there to integrate it 
positively and creatively into our total psyche. There is a positive side to 
¥. He is unquestionably the most subtle and sensitive of all planets. But he 
presents us with a greater challenge than that presented by any of the oth- 
ers. He represents our own subconsciousness which we have to confront 
and accept as part of our own total self. 

If we succumb to his lullabies, take the new myths he is weaving for us 
at face value, allow ourselves to be sung to and cushioned from every dif- 
ficult realty, and believe all his alternative science, religion and philoso- 
phy, a new age of unawareness will close in on us. Some primitive but 
virile race may destroy our civilization or we ourselves may degenerate 
slowly to a primitive condition. Perhaps we shall be invaded from Outer 
Space. In time the scientists among us will die out or be eliminated and we 
shall cease to know where 0 is, objectively. Vague hints and records from 
the past suggest it has happened before. An earlier civilization which was 
fragmentarily remembered by all the different cultures of both the Middle 
and the Far East during the three or four thousand years befove Christ 
seems to have known the position and orbital period not only of ¥ but also 
of i and “ and other planets not normally visible with the naked eye alone. 
The knowledge was lost and we have only just recovered it. If we are to 
avoid losing it again we shall have to come to grips with ¥ through coming 
to grips with ourselves. 

There is a sense in which ¥ has been the prime influence over the 
whole Earth for the past 2,000 years. As ruler of the Sign 1 his subtle 
energy has been the paramount force molding the entire Piscean Age, 
through whose final duodecan we are now passing. His has been the inspi- 
ration behind the religious feeling of the whole period and without him 
neither the actual dogmas nor the organizational forms of the two great 
religions which have arisen, first the Christian and then the Mohammedan, 
could have developed as they have done. The Christian religion with its 
monasteries and contemplative and teaching orders constituted a veritable 
cocoon, totally enclosing the thought of an entire society for a milfennium. 
It had dogmatic answers for every subject, political, moral or scientific, 
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and within the framework it provided all of Western culture and civiliza- 
tion as we know these today was initially incubated and developed. 

This is the principle of confinement, which is essentially linked with ¥ 
via the XIIth House. We need to understand it in depth. 

The XIIth House has always been known to astrologers as the House 
of prisons, institutions and hospitals, and also of ships. All of these imply 
or involve confinement in one way or another, in varying degrees of rigor- 
ousness. Medieval dungeons might well stand for confinement per se, 
solely for its own sake, but in most of the other cases it is intended to be 
confinement for a purpose. In the case of ships this is explicit for ships are 
going somewhere. One merely has to put up with being confined in them 
till one gets there; though in medieval times a voyage by sailing ship could 
well take six months or more. While it was at sea the ship’s captain held 
absolute sway over a microcosmic society which govemed itself by pre- 
cise procedural rules and upheld a tradition of unquestioning obedience to 
authority by sailors and passengers alike, since upon this the safety of all 
depended. Today a similar prospect is opening up as planning for inter- 
planetary journeys goes ahead. Moreover there is even a sugges‘ion that 
permanent orbiting cities should be constructed, having their ovm food- 
producing systems, solar panels for energy generation, and recwcled air 
and water. 

Clearly there is something innate in the human psyche which actually 
seeks self-containment, even though that implies some degree of limitation 
and confinement. Why should ¥, the visionary escapist, have this side to 
him? 

It is instructive to remember that )K the scientist also has a ‘no-no’ side 
to him. Science is actually just as much a matter of defining what is not 
possible as of calculating and giving practical effect to what is. We may 
laugh at some examples of scientific negatives such as the pronouncement 
of the French Academy of Sciences in 1801 when 300 witnesses testified 
to a meteorite fall. “In these enlightened times,’ it replied, “it is distressing 
to find there are still people prepared to believe that stones can fell from 
the sky.” Similarly, a learned British professor definitively ‘proved’ that 
heavier than air flight was impossible only a matter of months before the 
Wright brothers demonstrated in practice that it was possible. Neverthe- 
less, definition of limits is a valid and vital aspect of Science. ft was pre- 
cisely because the Law of Gravity had been defined and understood that 
flight did become possible. Dreams of it, like the fantasy of the magic car- 
pet always remained just dreams. This is one reason why )K rules one of 
the Signs traditionally associated with 4, and on a purely practical down- 
to-earth level it gives him an advantage over ¥. But )K too is an idealist. As 
natural ruler of the XIth House, through his association with nw, he 
dreams of an ideal world, though this is to be realized on this Earth plane. 
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¥ by contrast always sees the Earth plane as in essence only a veil symbol- 
izing and concealing a more real world within. }, the Sign he rules, is of 
course one of the two traditionally associated with 4, who stands for ex- 
pansion and freedom. In the general experience of astrologers, however, ¥ 
has been found to be associated with escape rather than freedom per se. 
And the concept of escape implies a pre-existing confinement! 

Here at last we have the key to that we have been seeking. Before we 
can penetrate the inner arcanum of reality and have revealed to us the true 
significance of appearances there must first be a change in us. The great 
mystics have always known of it. Hence their advocacy of a period of 
withdrawal into the hermit’s cell, for meditation and concentration. 

What we are actually groping towards as we try to understand ¥ is the 
principle of Transformation. We see it existing in Nature in the metamor- 
phosis of one form of a species into another form 
of the same species. The transformation of the 
caterpillar into the butterfly, with the caterpillar 
form hardening and becoming a shell from which 
the butterfly emerges, is the most striking exam- 
ple. It also has a vital psychological meaning. In 
the theory and practice of Jungian psychoanalysis 
it signifies the bringing about of an integration of 
the unconscious and conscious aspects of the per- 
sonality, thus making possible the achievement of 
true individuation. 

All the ‘new’ planets so far discovered mani- 
fest some aspect of this principle of breaking out of the chrysalis. No 
doubt it was inevitable. Each one has had to break new ground for itself 
and the overall objective effect of their appearance or reappearance upon 
our world scene has been the complete transformation of it. 

The success of K in this respect is really a special case. He has actu- 
ally been able to complete and stabilize the change he wanted to bring 
about so that now, in his new religion of Science, it has become a dogma 
which is everywhere accepted and insisted upon. It has become axiomatic 
that before anything can be accepted as scientifically proven it must be 
capable of being demonstrated experimentally in a repeatable form. Any 
other approach to Science than via the experimental method is regarded as 
obscurantist heresy. It has become difficult to appreciate that less than 
two centuries ago this was certainly not the position and that previously 
for at least fifteen centuries the test of truth was always by appeal to 
authority — to Galen in medicine, to Aristotle in philosophy, and so on. 
Anyone who introduced changes on his own authority was ipso facto sus- 
pect, as Giordano Bruno and Galileo found out to their cost. Copernicus 
too knew he would fare the same way; and in consequence he would not 
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allow the publication of his discovery that the Earth orbited around the 
Sun, instead of vice versa, till he was on his death-bed. 

The old test still persists today in the religious field. ‘Fundamentalist’ 
Christians and Mohammedans still insist on recourse to the Bibie or the 
Koran as the ultimate unquestionable authority. If some scriptural passage 
can be found which unequivocally lays down something on a p=rticular 
subject, then that is that. “Daddy says.......” 

It is important to realize that this authority approach is much more 
congenial to all the older planetary principles than is the experimental one. 
Certainly it is so to & and ». To question an order in the army or a bu- 
reaucratic procedure in the public service constitutes the final heresy in 
both spheres. )K has really achieved a very remarkable success in having 
his test recognized as the only acceptable one in Science, therefore. One 
wonders how permanent it will be. Authority tends to reassert itself. Its 
initial steps may be small and gradual but they are repeated progressively 
and they encroach. Within even Science itself certain avenues of research 
become taboo. We ‘know’ that certain things have been finally demon- 
strated; to call them in question is regarded as the mark of a crank. The 
hullabaloo that greeted Immanuel Velikovsky’s Worlds in Collision was a 
classic example. The suggestion that planets could move out of their 
regular orbits and approach and disturb one another was “obviously ab- 
surd.” Objective discussion of the evidence was not permitted. Conse- 
quently the Velikovsky question has now become a matter of rive! beliefs 
and Joyalties, exactly as happens in the religious field. To all intents and 
purposes a Velikovsky sect has come into existence. 

The same thing has happened in the political sphere. The Communist 
system became the most rigid and uncriticizable in the world, though ini- 
tially it was everywhere proffered as a testable scientific approach to the 
problem of how to organize a human society. Ultimately the ‘right ap- 
proach’ was always via recourse to the writings of Marx and Lenin, 
though in practice of course these were always interpreted by the ruling 
junta, which saw to it that it got the interpretation it wanted. And a heresy 
of individual desire for change was explicitly recognized and defined as 
‘revisionism.’ In precisely the same way the Catholic Church used the 
teachings of Christ throughout the Middle Ages as the authority which 
must never be questioned, though the ruling politicos in the Vatican, con- 
veniently styling themselves ‘Vicars of Christ,’ gave these teachings what- 
ever interpretation was most convenient to them. 

It is possible, however, that authoritarian developments within Science 
and Communist political spheres of influence were never felt by )K to be 
erosions of his own freedom. They may have been just his own authori- 
tarianism emerging in areas which he felt were peculiarly his territory, 
where he was effectively established as top dog. After all, all the other 
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‘new’ planets have tended to operate in the same way. “ too demands free- 
dom, though it is freedom of an entirely different kind from that institu- 
tionalized by )K and actually in explicit opposition to the Uranian princi- 
ple. He totally rejects the concept of equality, enshrined in ){’s revolution- 
ary rallying cry “Liberty, Equality, Fraternity.” Instead he insists on the 
inalienable right of the leader to be free to assert himself to lead and rule. 
To stop anywhere short of this he declares to be cowardice and beirayal of 
one’s true calling, which is to accept responsibility. This was Hitler’s 
doctrine, for in Mein Kampf he asserted that liberal government by pub- 
lic meetings and committees was simply a facade enabling anyone re- 
sponsible for anything to escape that responsibility. He called instead for 
total freedom, but coupled with total responsibility, and this was accepted 
by the entire Nazi movement. The idea is reemerging today in Iran and 
elsewhere in the Moslem world as the radical militarist belief in Islam. To 
those who don’t fall in line, however, PB’s freedom is the freedom of the 
concentration camp. 

Minos seeks to obtain freedom for monetary forces to rule the world. 
One remembers the prophecy in the Book of Revelation, 13: 16-17: 


And he causeth all, both small and great, rich and poor, free and 
bond, to receive a mark in their right hand, or on their foreheads. 
And that no man might buy or sell, save he that had the mark. 


¥ is no exception. He too would like to be top dog, free to rule the 
world through ideals, religions, symbols, dreams, visions and lullabies, 
without interference from or dependence upon any other planetary princi- 
ple. And if he is opposed or if he feels things are getting out of hand he too 
can use force or become authoritarian.

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Destined for Murder 
Profiles of six serial killers, with as- 
trological commentary 
by Sandra Harrison Young and Edna 

Rowland 
Published by Llewellyn Publications, 
1995. 200 pages. $12.95. 


According to the FBI’s National 
Center for Analysis of Violent Crime, 
there are as many as fifty serial kill- 
ers in America today. They walk 
among us and we seldom notice... 

The above statement sounds horri- 
fying, but considering America’s vast 
population, fifty serial killers seems 
far less than one might expect. 

The killers selected by the authors 
of this book are Ed Gein, murderer 
and grave robber; Jeffrey Dahmer, 
killer of seventeen men and boys; 
Dennis Nilsen, killer of fifteen young 
men; John Wayne Gacey, with thirty- 
three victims; Kenneth Bianchi and 
Angelo Buono (‘the Hillside Stran- 
glers’), who killed twelve women; 
and Albert DeSalvo (‘the Boston 
Strangler’), who murdered thirteen 
women. 

The study of cach serial killer is 
divided into two parts. The first is a 
portrait of the murderer, written in 
the style of True Detective, by Sandra 
Young, a novelist who knows nothing 
of astrology. Not only are these sec- 
tions extremely interesting from a 
story-telling viewpoint, but they also 
examine the physical and social life 
of each subject and give an insight 
into the psychology involved which 
helps to explain the twisted relation- 
ship behavior. Furthermore, these 
sections will be valuable to the be- 
ginning astrologer, and perhaps also 
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to the more advanced student, as, 
with the one exception of DeSalvo, 
they give the exact date, place and 
time of birth; important dates in the 
lives of the killers, including dates of 
the murders; dates of arrests; and 
when the killer died, where applica- 
ble. This information provides a tre- 
mendous, invaluable opportunity for 
the student astrologer to set out and 
study the progressions and transits 
involved. 

In respect to the psychological 
angle, it is interesting to note that, of 
the seven men involved, five have the 
Q at the exact degree of another 
planet. Of the remaining two, the 
Hillside Stranglers, one has the mid- 
point 9/2 and the other the midpoint 
D/¥ at the exact degree of the Q. As 
Noel Tyl has pointed out, this corre- 
spondence is indicative of trouble 
with or through the mother, and it is 
interesting to note that each of these 
men did have a troublesome love/hate 
relationship with the mother, who 
either dominated, neglected or aban- 
doned him. In orthodox astrology 
these combinations are said to make 
the chart “fated”. Perhaps this is one 
of the reasons why others whose birth 
planets are similarly configured and 
show a similar potential, but whose 
personal points differ so that they do 
not have that particular fated mark, 
do not experience the activation of 
that potential. 

Each of the seven serial killers 
discussed here was a sexual aberrant; 
one of them, Gein, was said to be 
effeminate, and it was sugg«sted that 
Buono had violated his sons 

The second section of cach study 
is written by Edna L. Rowland, a 


practicing astrologer. It consists of a 
competent psycho-analytic reading of 
the chart concerned, and there is 
much that can be learned from the 
configurational rubrics scattered 
through the text. However, as the 
birth time for the Boston Strangler is 
speculative yet the analysis includes 
‘his Scorpio Ascendant’ and other 
considerations affecting the personal 
points and the cusps of the Houses, 
perhaps the inclusion of this chart is 
an error of judgment. In an assess- 
ment such as this, with its research 
implications, it is essential to have 
undisputed facts. We are told that ‘his 
dark hair and eyes and large promi- 
nent nose, and insatiable sex drive fit 
perfectly with the Scorpio rising 
sign’. This might well be so, but it 
could surely be argued that his dark 
complexion could be attributed to his 
Latin origin, and with his aquiline 
nose he may well be a Sagittarian. 
The big question which this book 
poses is: Are certain people destined 
to be murderers from the moment of 
their births? From the title of the 
book, Destined for Murder, which has 
no question mark, one would think 
that the answer was “Yes!” But this is 
not so. Mrs. Rowland writes: 
“_.astrology is not fatalistic...” and “I 
believe we are also endowed with free 
will...” Yet her analysis is entirely 
based on something happening be- 
cause, and/or when, a certain con- 
figuration that excites the potential 
occurs. This would seem to contradict 
her belief, because without this exci- 
tation nothing would have happened. 
Especially significant in this respect 
are her concluding remarks on Jeffrey 
Dahmer’s death: “His progressed 
Sun/Venus conjunction at 3-4 degrees 
Cancer was activating the midpoint 
of his progressed Mars/Pluto (murder 
point) at 3 degrees 51 minutes of 
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Cancer, and his progressed Ascendant 
at 15 degrees Scorpio was opposite 
his 8th house cusp (death) so his time 
had come.” This type of thinking, 
which firmly links an occurrence to 
an astrological configuration and then 
immediately denies it by stating that 
people have free-will and are inde- 
pendent of such configurations, seems 
to me illogical. Alas, it is all too 
prevalent in astrological analyses. 
Another question is: Do other 
people with the same birth data have 
the potential to kill? It is doubtful if 
any two people, excepting fraternal 
twins, do have the same birth data. 
They may have similar planctary 
configurations but different charts, so 
the potential to kill may still exist but 
in a different manner and expression. 
For instance, doctors sometimes, in- 
voluntarily, cause the deaths of pa- 
tients. It is par for the course. People 
kill themselves and others without 
meaning to do so. I hesitate to say 
‘accidentally’ because, for me, there 
are no accidents — it is all Karma. I 
remember reading about some French 
research on twins. Some 44 twins in 
French jails were examined and the 
sibling twin located. It was found 
that, in each case, the sibling had also 
been in jail for the same type of 
crime, which is cause for thought. 
Mrs. Rowland also writes: 
“Although we all have inborn poten- 
tials which tend to move us in certain 
directions, I believe we are also en- 
dowed with the gift of free will, ena- 
bling us to choose our vocation or 
life style.” This is true as far as it 
goes, but I believe that whatever free 
will we have is already written into 
the birth chart, and makes tomor- 
row’s Karma. As it is written in the 
Bhagavad Gita: “We can change the 
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future, but we cannot change the 
past.” Karma must be expiated.... 

In the birth chart of each of the 
seven serial killers the prevalence and 
activation of 18-24° & is prominent, 
either by a planet, a House cusp, or a 
midpoint. And that is, for me, 
Karma’s signature! and the reason 
why some become murderers and 
some don’t. Take the case of Albert 
DeSalvo, murderer, who became him- 
self a murder-victim. At the time of 
his death the transiting Midheaven at 
21°37’ ® was exactly opposite both 
his natal P at 21°39’ & and his IXth 
House cusp at 21°26’ &, a position 
that is exactly in the center of the 
Karmic field bounded by the Nodes of 
% and. 

To introduce a note well-known to 
readers, Nicole Simpson had her o at 
22°15’ & and O. J. Simpson’s % is at 
24°39’ &. 

And finally, if God knows our 
future, where’s Free Will?

Astrology Looks at History 
Edited by Noel Tyl 
Published by Llewellyn Publications, 
1995. 264 pages. $17.95. 


This book is concerned with rectifi- 
cation, which Charles Jayne described 
as “one of the supreme arts of astrol- 
ogy, if not the supreme one”. Major 
characters from history, such as Wil- 
liam Shakespeare, Niccolo Ma- 
chiavelli, Benjamin Franklin and 
Abraham Lincoln, have been used to 
illustrate rectification in action. As- 
trology aside, there is much to inter- 
est the reader in the extensive histori- 
cal backgrounds provided for these 
subjects. 
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Noel Tyl has written an introduc- 
tion designed to help the student. He 
has used Nelson Mandela as an ex- 
ample to present a typical approach to 
the rectification procedure. Of par- 
ticular interest to me was the use of 
Tertiary Progressions which only 
recently are beginning to receive the 
attention they deserve. However, I 
was disappointed by the continued 
application of Solar Arcs which have 
been condemned by Alexander Marr 
and are demonstrably unreliable as a 
rectification method. A small point, 
but I could not accept the phrase 
‘characterlogical weaves’. 

The first of the contributed chap- 
ters, by Nicholas Campion, did not 
appeal at all; the book would have 
been better served by it’s omission. 
This author’s views on wkat he refers 
to as ‘Judicial Astrology’ and on 
accuracy in rectification, are diamet- 
rically opposed to my own. [t was 
with a feeling of relief that I moved 
on to the chapter on Shakespeare. 

The author of this cssay is 
Maurice McCann and | found the 
historical material to be of great in- 
terest. Maurice included the “ncyclo- 
pedia Britannica in his bibliography, 
yet Britannica’s opening paragraph 
on Shakespeare states that “...his 
birthday cannot have been later than 
April 23, since the inscription upon 
his monument is eviderce that on 
April 23, 1616, he had already begun 
his 53rd year”. As a result I was not 
prepared to accept the author’s 
speculative horoscope for Ari] 24th, 
1564. I thought there was excessive 
use of mid-points, and it was a pity 
that Solar Returns were omitted as a 
rectification technique. It was a 
pleasant surprise to encounter the 
little-publicized Harmogram, Kol- 
lerstrom and O’Neill’s invention, 
used in the presentation. I found that 


it was stretching a long bow to sug- 
gest from the evidence that Shake- 
speare was murdered, a ‘perhaps’ that 
unfortunately becomes ‘established 
fact’ on the back cover. All in all, an 
interesting and thought-provoking 
chapter. 

Less well known to many will be 
the life and times of Niccolo Ma- 
chiavelli which was the subject matter 
chosen by Basil Fearrington. The 
historical material is extensive, well 
set out, and makes for good reading. 
This author also omitted Solar Re- 
turns from his procedure but did favor 
Tertiary Progressions and the use of 
Harmonics. His estimate of the birth 
time was within four minutes of that 
given in Astro-Data II by Lois Rod- 
den. 

The final two chapters move to 
the American scene with Franklin’s 
life handled by Tim Lyons and Lin- 
coln’s by Marc Penfield. Tim pro- 
duced an estimate for Benjamin 
Franklin of 10:05 a.m. LMT which 
relies on the author’s interpretation of 
the subject’s character, and differs 
from the usually accepted time of 
10:57. However, he acknowledges 
this other chart, and proceeds to make 
a case for a Piscean rather than an 
Aries Ascendant. 

I was prepared to be critical of 
Marc Penfield’s approach to Lincoln 
because of my own experience with 
his Nadi System of Rectification, but 
this last chapter was an excellent fi- 
nale and a good snapshot of Ameri- 
can history in the making. It may be 
noted that the time of 7:20 a.m. used 
here for Lincoln differs from that 
given in Astro-Data IJ (6:54 a.m.). 

Throughout the book there are 
references to pages that do not exist, 
suggesting that the material may also 
have been presented at a different 
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time and place. Nonetheless, this is a 
very readable and stimulating book.

Sun Sign, Moon Sign 
by Charles & Suzi Harvey 
Published by Aquarian, 1994. 566 
pages. $12.00. 


Considerations does not publish re- 
views of Sun Sign books, but this 
superb set of interpretations for each 
of the 144 ©-) combinations is at a 
very different level. I’ve been lax in 
mentioning this useful book only be- 
cause I forgot it was something to 
review and have instead been using it 
regularly as a much-thumbed refer- 
ence since first receiving it more than 
a year ago. Hopefully, it already en- 
joys a permanent place among our 
readers’ constantly referenced books. 
The husband and wife authors are 
each internationally recognized ex- 
perts in their own right: Charles has 
led the British Astrological Associa- 
tion as its President (succeeding John 
Addey) for the past 20+ years and 
Suzi is the very talented editor of the 
excellent Astrological Journal. 
Compared against the present 
book all previous offerirgs, from 
Alan Leo and Grant Lewi on, only 
skimmed the surface of the O-) re- 
lationship by Sign. 
The section on each combination 
is divided into seven main parts: 
© Quotations from individuals born 
with the particular comLination, 
which succinctly illustrate essen- 
tial qualities of the type 1n their 
own words. 
e Themes: a brief summary of the 
main issues of the combination. 
© The main text, which identifies 
and discusses what the authors 
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have found are the main issues of 
the combination. This essay in- 
cludes relationships. 

e Greatest Strengths summarizes 
what research suggests are the 
more creative possibilities of the 
combination. 

e Greatest Weaknesses pulls no 
punches and identifies some of 
the greatest defects and life 
problems the combination can 
produce. 

e Images of Integration are brief 
(degree symbol-like) sentences 
intended to invoke the essential 
quality of the combination in 
question. 

e Famous People lists a dozen, 
often more, well-known person- 
alitics born with the combination. 
Their lives, the authors suggest, 
illustrate the range of expression 
of the particular O-) combina- 
tion. 

Prior to the main series of O-) 
combinations, there is a thoughtful 
discussion of each of the element 
combinations, which should be most 
helpful to students. 

I enjoyed browsing through this 
book, particularly the quotations 
which are often quite apt for a par- 
ticular combination, and then delving 
deeper to evaluate what is written for 
the ©-) combinations possessed by 
family members and friends, cach of 
which tends to ring true. 

Sun Sign, Moon Sign is well- 
written, insightful, stimulating and 
well worth the cost.

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Astrology Really Works! 
by The Magi Society 
Published by Hay House, 1995. 332 
pages. $12.95. 


An unusual book and a_ thought- 
provoking one. The writing style 
tends to be pushy, reminding me of a 
Madison Avenue hard sell, and this 
distracts from much that may be 
valuable. However, if the reader is 
able to ignore the frenetic selling job, 
the book does contain some refresh- 
ing ideas which often contradict (and 
tightly so) some of the rather glib and 
unsubstantiated interpretational state- 
ments that go the rounds nowadays. 
By far the most interesting feature 
here is the use of a fresh way of illus- 
trating both longitude and declination 
within the horoscopic circle, which if 
it catches on (and it may well do so) 
could improve the astrological compe- 
tence of those who tend to ignore 
parallels. The figure on page 76 illus- 
trates the approach used in this book. 
Longitudes are shown around the 
wheel and dcclinations within it, 
pegged to the internal S. Note that the 
positions of the ) and the angles are 
omitted, this occurs in all of the 
charts shown in the book as birth 
time is never used, even if known. 
Besides this unusual graphic rep- 
resentation of the birth chart, there 
are some interesting approaches to 
aspect definition and delincation, 
many of which differ from those 
regularly regurgitated in the standard 
texts. Certainly this book is not a re- 
hash of what others have said. Mark 
Lerner, reviewing it in Welcome to 
the Planet Earth called it sensational, 
and described it as being ‘astonishing 
in its scope, content and presenta- 
tion’. To a point it is. Much of what 
the book contains is certainly 


thought-provoking, but it can be also 
cringe-provoking, and there are sev- 
eral points in it which I question. 

I’m delighted by the authors’ em- 
phasis of declinations. They place 
parallels on a par with other aspects, 
as they should. However, I did blink 
when I read that “planets move 
slowly through the extreme degrees of 
declinations, thus increasing the like- 
lihood of creating aspects with each 
other”. A 2° orb seems to be in con- 
stant use here for all parallels and no 
attempt is made to distinguish where 
a planet is within its declination cy- 
cle. Thus a body at 214° N, say, will, 
from mid-May to late-July or from 
mid-November to late-January, which 
is fully a third of the year, always be 
either parallel or contra-parallel the 
© and frequently also 3, 2 and other 
bodies. I had assumed that the writ- 
ings of the late Charles Jayne had put 
this type of wishy-washy astrology to 
rest. If one normally uses, say, a 5° 
orb in longitude then (as Charles ar- 
gued) the appropriate orb for an 
parallel will be the amount of decli- 
nation the © covers as it passes 
through 5° of longitude, i.e., some 
30° of declination when bodies have 
declinations around 22-23° N or § 
and 1-2° of declination when bodies 
are close to their nodes. It is a lack of 
understanding of these necessarily- 
changing orbs for parallels, together 
with the absence of declination from 
some ephemerides, that has caused 
many present-day students of astrol- 
ogy to question the validity of paral- 
lels. 

Several examples are given of 
well-known personalities born with 
specific aspects and these aspects are 
stated as being the astrological ra- 
tionale (and hence proof that Astrol- 
ogy Really Works!) for these people 
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being financially successful or sports 
champions or living to an old age 
while remaining youthful, productive, 
etc. On the face of it, as presented, 
these examples appear to confirm the 
stated effect of the planetary combi- 
nation involved. However, being 
faced throughout the book by its hard- 
sell style and associating such pro- 
motional bluster with those TV ads 
and direct mail letters that tell me 
95% of an unknown number of den- 
tists/doctors/expectant-mothers/wise- 

shoppers/etc. dote on and plan never 
to be without whatever it is they’re 
trying to sell, I tend to be wary of 
such evidence. Why are there exam- 
ples of those who have lived to an old 
age and remained youthful and pro- 
ductive, etc., but none for those who 
diced much carlier, in their teens per- 
haps, and who presumably did not 
have these particular aspects in their 
birth charts? Is this asking too much? 
True, many other astrological texts 
simply state that a particular aspect is 
associated with this or that effect, 
much the same as this book does. 
They don’t, however, presume to be 
presenting a proof that astrology 
works; this one does. And, by failing 
to present the ‘no hits’, this book 
completely misses the mark. 

There are unusual definitions for 
some of the planets, many of which 
readers may question. K, for exam- 
ple, is said to have ‘anything to do 
with the public’. And ¥ is linked to 
‘computers, financial security, and 
everything that is long-term’. Quite a 
change. 

Don’t get me wrong. There’s a lot 
in this book that could make sense, 
although again one is only given ex- 
amples in which such-&-such is pre- 
sent and never the reverse, so it is 
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impossible to judge. Transits, we’re told only work up to the aspect, and not 
thereafter, hence the orb should not continue on either side. Retrogrades are at 
least as positive and powerful as Directs — why? because, we’re told, O 4 4 
occurs when ¥ is 8. Inter-aspects involving the ©, 9, 4, \X, ¥, and B mdicate 
super success. Planets occupying the same degrees, regardless of Sign, are in 
strong aspect; the distance between them (type of aspect involved) doesn’t 
matter. There are other equally resourceful statements. 

And who are the authors? They call themselves The Magi Society. Nice 
name, appropriate; goes with camels and myrrh. The Magi Society, we’re told, 
“is a forward-looking group.” They are “...an international association of men 
and women who know that astrology works and who are devoted to helping 
humankind in the Age of Aquarius. The founders include a statistician, a psy- 
chologist, a Wall Street money manager, an attorney, a computer expert, the 
world’s best astrologers, and a number of very special private individuals.” 
By the phrase I’ve emphasized, I can only assume several Considerations’ sub- 
scribers are among them. If not, then the New York City telephone number 
given in the book presumably connects to one of those hidden valleys i Nepal 
or thereabouts. Blavatsky lives! 

Astrology Really Works! is worth reading. It is stimulating, but until the 
authors are willing to present the basis for their statements in terms of cor- 
rectly-stated probabilities I cannot accept them as being other than interesting. 
Their statements are certainly not proven, as they claim.

There is much of value here, not least being the extensive data presented 
and the many cases which utilize both the Epoch and Natal charts with direct 
and converse directions in the Topocentric system. 

Sadly, the principle author is currently suffering from the effects of a stroke, 
which has immobilized him. We wish him a fast recovery. Happily Alexan- 
der’s work is being continued by his many followers, not least of whom is the 
talented co-author Isaac Starkman. Isaac’s article on the recent assassination of 
the Israeli leader, Yitzhak Rabin,, which starts on page 10 of this issu of Con- 
siderations, clearly illustrates the effectiveness of the Marr system. 


Minos Ephemeris 


In Considerations X:2, Prier Wintle introduced 
the hypothetical planet Minos, the positions of 
which are based on calculations made in 1961 by 
Prof. Dr. H. H. Kritzinger. Subsequent letters 
from readers asked for more specific details of 
the positions in the zodiac of this postulated 
body. These have now been provided by Larry 
Ely. 

The following pages contain a listing of the 
positions of Minos at 20-day intervals from January 1, 1900 to December

Readers now have the opportunity to fully evaluate Minos for them- 
selves and to determine whether or not Prier’s suggested meaning of it is 
appropriate. 

Larry Ely is also providing a detailed explanation of his calculation 
methodology and a discussion of the several alternative Trans-Neptunian 
bodies that have been postulated in recent years. We expect to include 
this fascinating article in a later issue of Considerations.

“With two life-changing events in his 24th year, marriage and the birth of a 
son, I first took him to be a nocturnal birth. Both events ordinarily would count 
more heavily than joining the Air Force just short of age 18. However, given 
our subject’s difficult family life, or more accurately its absence, his entry into 
the military ‘family’ plainly marked a watershed. Ross Harvey’s Solar Return 
Lunar method was used to establish a range of likely times. Returns were cast 
for all 19 life events given. That gave a list of 29 contacts, primarily o's, of SR 
) with SR or natal planets. They averaged 10:43 a.m.” 

JigSaw was then used and 16°, the strongest peak, was seen to have been 
highlighted by transits when he located his mother at age 20 and first met his 
father at age 40. @ rising and © <° i, X to IV, was considered appropriate for 
being abandoned by his parents.

The average of ten times was 5:16 p.m. In the SR for his second marziage 9 is 
¢ P, they rule opposite Signs, and 0 is on the SR ASC for birth times between 
5:00 and 6:30 p.m. (ruler of the Ist ¢ ruler of VIIth is typical for marriage). A 
few SR’s suggest the time may be 5:30 p.m.”

“Eliminated portion of the 24 hour range by noting inappropriate aspects be- 
tween harmonic © and planets to arrive at an acceptable time range from 17:45 
- 20:00 EST. This would support the decision that the birth was nocturnal 
based on marriage at approx. age 24 years. 

The time range was further reduced by aspects between angles and station- 
ary planets which were inappropriate for the event. The remaining intervals for 
the possible birth time were 18:10-19:05 and 19:20-20:00 EST. 

Finally the Nicholls’ SR method was used to obtain 19:02. JigSaw yielded a 
close time of 19:09 to provide some confirmation.”

“I used Solar Return ) placements which originally lcd me to consider a time 
between 00:20 and 3:49 a.m. The use of a secondary progression search, using 
SolarFire, showed interesting ‘hits’ around 00:20, 1:39 and 3:45 a.m. How- 
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ever, these times did not hold up well for converse progressions and solar arcs. 
I then tried night times before the G ) (too many lung problems for it not to be 
ID) and found SR ) ¢’s to natal planets for 9:12 p.m. Progressions and solar 
arcs also checked out well for this time, with an addition of ‘common sense’ 
transits. 


Actual time of birth: 7:24 a.m. EST. See accompanying chart. 

No one was close. 

Your editor began by noting the two potential abandonment aspects in the 
chart: © & and ) O ¥, and deciding that one of the four bodies involved 
could very well be ¢ or & the MC or rule the IVth or Xth. As it happens this 
was correct for ¥ is close to the MC and rules the IVth, but he then lost his 
bearings by requiring the ) to come by solar arc to ¢ P for the death of the wife 
(ie. the ) to be around 19°20’II), but then realized this meant the birth was 
nocturnal, which he thought unlikely, and widened the orb of ) 0 ¥ a bit too 
much. His final choice of a late afternoon birth was way off. 

Secondaries from the correct chart do not seem to have coincided closely 
with the stated events, an exception being 9c ¢ MCr (orb 3”) for the first mar- 
riage, and this seems to have thrown most entrants.

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The deaths occurred between the October 1995 eclipses of two 
astrologers whose writings attracted many to astrology. 


Linda Goodman died on October 21st, 1995. She was born Mary 
Alice Kemery in Morgantown, West Virginia on April 19th in a year she 
would never disclose, according to the media — a chart set for 13:30 EST 
on April 9 (sic), 1925 at Parkersburg, WV; 39N16, 81W34, hes been 
published by Zip Dobyns; reportedly from her two sons via Rick Levine. 
She was a five-foot-or-so pushy dynamo — very T. A one-time 
newspaper reporter and a sometime radio writer, she picked up an interest 
in astrology from grocery store booklets. Her down-to-earth insights into 
character traits helped make her 1968 Sun Signs the first astrology book 
to be on The New York Times best-seller list. With Love Signs (1978) 
and Star Signs (1988), her books sold more than 30-million copies in 15 
languages and continue to sell some 200,000 copies a year. Her life 
disintegrated in 1973 after her daughter’s suicide. 


Patric Walker was born on September 25th, 1931 in Hackensack, New 
Jersey. He died in Rhodes at 11:45 p.m. on October 8th, 1995. Fie didn’t 
know his birthtime, but 9:30 a.m. has been suggested. 

Patric was certainly Britain’s most famous Sun-Sign astrologer — his 
columns appearing in the Daily Mail, Mail on Sunday, Radio Times, 
Evening Standard, Nova, Harpers & Queen under the pseudonym 
‘Celeste’. He also had columns in leading U.S. magazines, was 
syndicated world-wide, and had more than a billion readers. His cynical, 
urbane predictions were daily must-reads for many. 

Although he was born in the U.S., Patric’s parents were British and 
they returned to Britain when he was four. His mother, who was of Irish 
gypsy stock, died when he was seven. 

Patric was introduced to astrology in 1961 by the American astrcloger 
Héléne Hoskins, the previous Celeste of Harpers & Queen. He studied 
with her for the next six years, and took over from her as Celeste ir. 1974. 

During the early 1970s he entertained on a grand scale at his house in 
London and indulged his passion for expensive clothes and wusual 
jewelry. 

In the late 1970s, however, he began to suffer from stress At taat time 
he experienced a middle-age panic: “It’s extremely hard to be perceived as 
someone who is always right,” he explained. “I was expected to be 
infallible and it made me start drinking.” He then moved to Rhodes but 
continued to write his columns and retained an office in Drury Lane in 
central London. He gave up alcohol in 1986. In 1990 he suffered a heart 
attack and underwent bypass surgery. Patric fell ill this summer with 
salmonella poisoning.

She took her first astrology class 
in 1962 and has since studied with Dan Ryan, Ivy Jacobson and Bobby 
Bratcher Hill. Shirley is presently Secretary for the Cosmobiological Re- 
search Foundation and teaches their correspondence course. 


Larry Ely runs a rectification service for astrologers, their clients and for 
students. He lives in Amherst, Mass. and is currently working on a book on 
the location of sidereal T, which he considers to be one of the primary un- 
solved problems of astrology. 


Ken Gillman is the editor of Considerations. 


Cheng-yi Huang is a licensed geologist employed by the State of Califor- 
nia, who lives in Long Beach and devotes his leisure time to the study of 

astrology. His first book, Astrology with Personal Computer was recently 
published (in Chinese) in Taiwan. 


Maurice McCann lives in London and is a regular contributor on matters 
Horary to various journals. Maurice was one of the contributors to Astrol- 
ogy Looks at History, published by Llewellyn, 1995. 


Jack Nicholls D.Sc. retired as the head of a government scientific depart- 
ment in Melbourne, Australia twelve years ago. Nowadays, he researches 
astrological methods. 


T. Stan Riddle, a professional consulting astrologer in Cleveland, Ohio, is 
a well-known lecturer, author of several books on astrology and metaphys- 
ics, and the publisher of a local newsletter. 


Isaac Starkman lives in Tel Aviv. Over the past year he has been working 
on an automatic rectification program, POLARIS, which is expected to be 
ready early in 1996. Isaac is the joint author, with Alexander Marr, of the 
recently published Astrologer, Kings, Politicians and Others. 


Nick Sutherland is now retired from the airforce and living in San An- 
tonio, Texas. He is currently investigating the LSRev and rectification 
methods. 


Prier Wintle is a consulting astrologer with many years experience, whose 
writings frequently appear in the leading astrological journals. Prier has 
worked in England, New Zealand and South Africa He now lives in Cape 
Town. 
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
